CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

Illinois Pharmaceutical Association* 



Abticle I. 
This Association shall be called the Illinois Phabmageutical 
Association. 

Article II. 

The objects of this organization shall be to promote the advance- 
ment of pharmacy and those engaged in its practice to a higher 
professional standard; the support and encouragement of education 
for a more thorough preliminary schooling and greater scientific 
requirements for the practice^ of pharmacy, and regulation of the 
various grades of pharmaceutical service; the promotion of the com- 
mercial interests of pharmacists through the exploitation of new 
ideas, and united movements for improving the drug business; the 
fostering of literature, improvements and inventions, but discouraging 
the manufacture and sale of secret medicines to the medical profession 
and the l^ublic; to endeavor to propose such changes in the pharmacy 
law as may, from time to time, be indicated for the better protection of 
the public against inferior, adulterated, or dangerous drug^ and med- 
icines, and careless, ignorant, or incompetent compounding and sale of 
drugs and medicines. 

t 

Article III. ' 

' Section. 1. This asi^ociiition shall consist of active, associate and 
honorary members. 

Sec. 2. No person, except a registered pharmacist in the State of 
iUinois whose name shall appear on the register of the board of phar- 
macy, shall be eligible to active membership in this association. 

Sec. 3. Any pharmacist in good professional and moral standing; 
who shall have attained ; the- age of twenty-one. years, residing in the 
State, whether in business for himself or in the employ of another 
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pharmacist, shall be eligible to associate membership, but shall not 
vote or hold office in this association. 

Sec. 4. Pharmacists and chemists, and other scientific men, who 
may be thought worthy of the distinction, may be elected honorary 
members. They shall not, however, be required to contribute to the 
funds, nor shall they be eligible to hold office or vote at the meetings. 

Abticle IV. 

The officers of this association shall be a president and three vice- 
presidents, a permanent secretary, a local secretary (to be elected from 
or near the place of next meeting), a treasurer and an executive com- 
mittee consisting of one member from each congressional district in 
this State (and of which committee the president, secretary and treas- 
urer shall be ex-officio members), all of whom shall be elected annually, 
and shall hold office until the election of their successors. Provided, 
That all officers not elected in this manner shall be appointed by the 
president. 

Article V. 

Section 1. The president, or in his absence or inability to serve, 
the vice-presidents in their order, shall preside at all meetings of the 
association, call special meetings at the written request of twenty-five 
members, shall present at each annual meeting a report on the afCairs 
of this association, and perform such other duties as pertain to the 
office. 

Sec. 2. The secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings 
of the association. He shall read all communications, conduct all cor- 
respondence of the association, at each annual meeting render a report 
of the duties performed by him since the last annual meeting, and per- 
form such other duties as the association shall direct. He shall notify 
members of committees of their appointment and election, and furnish 
each member of the committee with the names of his associates on 
said committee. He shall receive and collect all moneys for the asso- 
ciation, giving receipts for the various amounts, keep a correct account 
thereof, and pay the same to the treasurer, taking his receipt therefor. 
He shall give a sufficient bond within 60 days after his electiouy subject 
to the approval of the president. 

Sec. 3. The treasurer shall have charge of all the funds of the 
association, for which he shall be personally responsible, shall pay 
all bills when countersigned by the president and secretary, and report 
the state of the treasury, when called upon by the executive committee. 
He shall give a sufficient bond within 60 days after his election^ subject 
to the approval of the president. 
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Sec. 4. It shall be the duty ctf the secretary and treasurer to turn 
over to their successors, without unnecessary delay, all papers and 
property of the association committed to their care. 

Sec. 5. The executive committee shall have full power to act for, 
and have general charge of the affairs of the association in the inter- 
vals of the sessions of the association, provided that the action of such 
committee shall not contravene instructions of the association; and its 
action may at any time be overruled by the association. The commit- 
tee shall organize by the adoption of rules, and with such officers and 
committees as it shall deem desirable or necessary. Seven members 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 6. No member of the executive committee shall be represented 
by proxy unless the person holding the proxy resides in the same con- 
gressional district as the member issuing it, and no member of the 
State Board of Pharmacy shall be a member of the executive committee 
or hold the proxy of any member thereof. 

Article VI. 

This association may establish for its future government and 
regulation such by-laws, not in conflict with this constitution, as may 
be deemed proper and desirable. 

Article VII. 

Every proposition to alter or amend this constitution shall be sub- 
mitted in writing and received at an annual meeting, and may be 
voted for at the next annual meeting, when, upon receiving the votes 
of three-fourths of the members present it shall become a part of this 
constitution. 



BY-LAWS. 

Article I. 
Twenty-five members shall constitute a quorum. 

Article II. 

Section 1. Every registered pharmacist in the State, of good 
moral character and professional standing shall be eligible to mem- 
bership. 

All applications for membership shall be made in writing to the 
secretary, who shall report such applications to the association at its 
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next meeting, when the applicants may be elected by a two-thirds vote 
of the members present. 

Sec. 2. Every member shall pay annually into the hands of the 
secretary the sum of one dollar. Any one in arrears at the annual 
meeting shall not be entitled to vote, or receive the report of the pro- 
ceedings of the association, and any one neglecting to pay said dues 
for three consecutive years shall be dropped from the roll of member- 
ship. 

Sec. 3. The association shall have power to expel a member by a 
two-thirds vote; but the vote shall not be taken until the next annual 
meeting after the charges have been preferred, and the accused shall 
be notified of the charges and specifications made against him. 

Article III. 

Section 1. The president shall, within 60 days after each annual 
meeting, appoint the following committees (of which he shall be an 
ex-officio member), each to consist of three members, viz.: Committee 
on matters of trade interests, committee on legislation, and committee 
on board of pharmacy records. 

Sec. 2. The committee on trade interests shall report at each 
annual meeting such observations and information upon that subject 
as may seem to them of interest to the association. 

Sec. 3. The committee on legislation shall keep a record of, and 
compile for reference, the enactments of the different states regulating 
the practice of pharmacy and the sale of medicines. They shall report 
at each annual meeting of the association what legislation on the sub- 
ject occurred during the year, and what additional legislation is de- 
sirable in this State. 

Sec. 4. The committee on board of pharmacy records, created by 
invitation of the board of pharmacy, shall, at such time as it shall 
elect, and at least annually, inspect the records, books, and examina- 
tion papers of the Illinois Board of Pharmacy, and shall annually re- 
port their observations to this association, with such suggestions and 
recommendations as said committee may deem advisable. 

Article IV. 

The proceedings of the association, the roll of officers, committees 
and members shall be published annually, under the supervision of the 
secretary, and a copy of the proceedings sent to each member of the 
association who is not in arrears for annual dues. 
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Article V. 

Nominees for the State Board of Pharmacy shall be elected in the 
following manner: At each annual meeting of the association, 
twenty-five registered pharmacists of the State, having the qualifica- 
tions as prescribed by the pharmacy law, shall be elected by the 
association, and the names of said twenty-five members shall be 
forwarded by the secretary to all registered pharmacists in the State, 
with the request that from such members, or others, as the said phar- 
macists shall severally prefer, five members shall be selected and their 
names transmitted to the secretary. From the five members receiving 
the highest number of votes cast in the aggregate, the association 
shall at its next annual meeting elect at least three members, whose 
names shall be submitted to the Governor as nominees of the associa- 
tion, as required by the State Pharmacy Act. Provided,^ That if the 
association does not so select them they shall be selected by the execu- 
tive committee. 

Article VI. 

Nominees for advisory board, department of pharmacy. University 
of Illinois, shall be elected in the following manner: At each annual 
meeting of the association, twenty-five registered pharmacists of the 
State, having the qualifications as prescribed by the pharmacy law, 
shall be selected by the association, and the names of said twenty-five 
members shall be forwarded by the secretary to all registered phar- 
macists in the State, with the request that from such members, or 
others, as the said pharmacists shall severally prefer, five members 
shall be selected and their names transmitted to the secretary. From 
the five members receiving the highest number of votes cast in the 
aggregate, the association shall at its next annual meeting, elect at 
least three members whose names shall be submitted to the president 
of the State University as nominees whom the association deems 
qualified to fill any vacancies which may occur in said advisory board. 
Provided^ That if the association does not so select them they shall be 
selected by the executive committee.

An Act to regulate the practice of pharmacy in the State of Illinois, to 
make an appropriation therefor, and to repeal certain acts therein 
named. ' 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, 
represented in the General Assembly: That it shall be unlawful for 
any person, not a registered pharmacist within the meaning of this 
act, to open or conduct any pharmacy, dispensary, drug store, apothe- 
cary shop, or store, for the purpose of retailing, compounding or dis- 
pensing drugs, medicines or poisons, and any person violating the 
provisions of this section shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
twenty nor more than one hundred dollars for every such violation. 
Provided, however. That nothing in this act will prevent any person 
or persons owning a drug store or pharmacy, who shall employ and 
place in active and personal charge of the same, a registered phar- 
macist, and that nothing herein contained shall apply to nor in any 
manner interfere with the practice of any physician, or prevent him 
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from supplying to his patients such articles as may to him seem proper; 
nor with the exclusively wholesale business of any wholesale druggist. 
Provided, That nothing contained in this act shall apply to the sale of 
patent or proprietary preparations, when sold in original and unbroken 
packages. 

§ 2. That it shall be unlawful for the proprietor of any drug 
store or pharmacy to allow any person in his employ, except a regis- 
tered pharmacist or registered assistant pharmacist, to compound, 
recommend, dispense, or sell at retail, any drugs, medicines or poisons, 
or except an apprentice under the immediate supervision of a regis- 
tered pharmacist as hereinafter provided. Any person violating the 
provisions of this section shall be liable to a fine of not less than 
twenty nor more than one hundred dollars for each and every such 
offense. 

§ 3. The term drug store or pharmacy shall, for all purposes of 
this act, be construed to mean a shop, store or other place of business 
where drugs, medicines or poisons are compounded, dispensed, or sold 
at retail. 

§ 4. Registered pharmacists, by examination, must be persons not 
less than 21 years of age, who have had four years' practical experience 
in compounding drugs in drug stores where the prescriptions of medi- 
cal practitioners are compounded, or physicians holding certificates 
from the State Board of Health, and have passed a satisfactory theo- 
retical and practical examination before the State Board of Pharmacy 
hereinafter mentioned. The said Board may in their discretion, grant 
certificates of registration to such persons as shall furnish with their 
application satisfactory proof that they have been registered by ex- 
amination in some other State: Provided, That such other State shall 
require a degree of competency equal to that required of applicants in 
this State. Every applicant for registration as a registered phar- 
macist shall pay to the Secretary of the Board the sum of five dollars 
at the time of filing the application. The payment of said sum of 
money as aforesaid, shall entitle the applicant to take a second exami- 
nation in case he fail in the first, but no more: Provided, said second 
examination is taken within six months of the first; and upon the 
payment of an additional five dollars, in case the applicant passes a 
satisfactory examinsition, the Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy 
shall issue to him a certificate as a registered pharmacist. 

§ 5. Registered pharmacists on time service must be persons not 
less than 23 years of age, who shall furnish satisfactory evidence to 
the State Board of Pharmacy that they have had five years' practical 
experience in compounding drugs in a drug store or pharmacy where 
the prescriptions of medical practitioners are compounded. The said 
Board will have the right to refuse registration to applicants who do 
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not furnish satisfactory evidence of their competency. Each applicant 
for registration under this section shall pay to the Secretary of the 
Board the sum of five dollars at the time of filing said application. 
The payment of said sum of money as aforesaid shall entitle the appli- 
cant to take a second examination, in case he fail in the first, but no 
more; providing said second examination is taken within six months of 
the first; and upon the payment of an additional five dollars, in case 
the applicant passes a satisfactory examination, the Secretary of the 
Board of Pharmacy . shall issue to him a certificate as a registered 
pharmacist. Said certificate shall be operative in and apply to the 
town, place or locality for which granted and no other. 

§ 6. Any person shall be entitled to registration as an assistant 
pharmacist who is of the age of 18 years, of good moral character, 
temperate habits, and has had three years' service under a registered 
pharmacist, and the time of attendance at any recognized school of 
pharmacy shall be accredited on the above time, and shall pass a satis- 
factory practical and theoretical examination before the State Board 
of Pharmacy. Each applicant for registration as assistant pharmacist 
shall pay to the said Board the sum of five dollars when said applica- 
tion is filed. The payment of said sum of money as aforesaid shall 
entitle the applicant to take a second examination, in case he fail in 
the first, but no more: Provided, said second examination is taken 
within six months of the first; and upon the payment of an additional 
five dollars, in case the applicant passes a satisfactory examination, 
the Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy shall issue to him a certificate 
as a registered assistant pharmacist. Said Board shall have the right 
to refuse registration to applicants whose examination and credentials 
are not satisfactory evidence of their competency. Any assistant 
pharmacist shall have the right to act as clerk or salesman in a drug 
store or pharmacy during the temporary absence of the registered 
pharmacist. 

§ 7. It shall be the duty of registered pharmacists who take into 
their employ an apprentice for the purpose of becoming a pharmacist 
to require said applicant to, at once, apply to said Board of Pharmacy 
for registration as apprentice, and the said Board of Pharmacy shall 
have the right to require such an examination as shall establish the 
educational qualifications of the applicant, and the date of experience 
required of applicants for assistant, or registered pharmacists, shall be 
computed from the date of registration as apprentice. The Board of 
Pharmacy shall furnish proper blanks for this purpose and issue a 
certificate of registration as a registered apprentice upon the payment 
of two dollars. 

§ 8. Every registered pharmacist, who desires to continue the 
practice of his profession, shall annually thereafter, during the time 
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he shall continue in such service, on such dates as the Board of Phar- 
macy may determine, of which date he shall have thirty days' notice 
by said Board, pay to the Secretary of the Board a registration fee, to 
be fixed by the Board, but which shall, in no case, exceed $1.50, for 
which he shall receive a renewal of such registration. The failure of 
any registered pharmacist to pay said fee shall not deprive him of his 
right to renewal upon payment thereof; nor shall his retirement from 
the profession deprive him of the right to renew his registration, 
should he, within five years thereafter, wish to resume the practice, 
upon the payment of said fees. Registered assistants upon receiving 
notice as aforesaid, shall, if they desire to renew their registration, 
pay to the secretary of said Board an aunual fee of one dollar: Pro- 
videdf however, that the Board of Pharmacy may refuse registration, or 
may suspend the certificates of registered pharmacists, or assistant 
pharmacists, who are proven to be so addicted to the excessive use of 
stimulants or narcotics as to render them unsafe to handle or sell 
drugs, medicines, and poisons. Every certificate of pharmacy granted 
under this act shall be conspicuously exposed in the pharmacy to which 
it applies, and the name of the registered pharmacist who conducts the 
drug store or pharmacy shall be conspicuously displayed over the door 
or department. Any person violating the provisions of this section 
shall be liable, upon conviction thereof, to pay a penalty of not less 
than twenty dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 

§ 9. The Governor, with the advice and consent of the senate, 
shall appoint five persons from among such competent registered phar- 
macists in the State as have had ten years' practical experience in the 
dispensing of physicians' prescriptions, and who are actively engaged 
in the practice of their profession, who shall constitute the Board of 
Pharmacy. The persons so appointed shall hold their offices for five 
years: Providedy That the terms of the office shall be so arranged that 
the term of one shall expire on the thirtieth day of December of each 
year, and the vacancies so created, as well as all vacancies otherwise 
occurring, shall be filled by the Governor, with the advice and consent 
of the senate: And, provided, also, That the appointments made when 
the senate is not in session may be confirmed at its next ensuing ses- 
sion. The Illinois Pharmaceutical Association shall annually report 
directly to the Governor, recommending the names of at least three 
persons whom said association shall deem best qualified to fill any 
vacancies which shall occur in said Board. 

§ 10. The said Board shall, within thirty days after its appoint- 
ment, meet and organize by electing a president from among their 
members, and a secretary, who shall not be a member of said Board. 
The Board shall also elect a treasurer who is a member of the Board. 
Said Board shall prescribe the duties and compensation of such treas- 
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urer and sliall require the said treasurer to give such a bond as the said 
Board shall direct. The secretary shall pay over to the treasurer all 
moneys that shall come into his hands as secretary. It shall be the 
duty of the Board to examine all applications for registration submitted 
in proper form; to grant certificates of registration to such persons as 
may be entitled to the same under the provisions of this act; to cause 
the prosecution of all persons violating its provision's; to report an- 
nually to the Governor and to the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association 
upon the condition of pharmacy in this state, which said report shall 
also furnish a record of the proceedings of the said Board for the year, 
and also the names of all the pharmacists duly registered under this 
act. The Board shall hold meetings for the examination of applicants 
for registration and the transaction of such other business as shall 
pertain to its duties, at least once in six months: Provided, That said 
Board shall hold its meetings at least once in every year in the city of 
Chicago and in the city of Springfield, and it shall give thirty days 
public notice of ilie time and place of such meeting, shall have the 
power to make by-laws for the proper fulfillment of its duties under 
this act, and shall keep a book of registration in which shall be entered 
the names and places of business of all persons registered under this 
act, which book shall also specify such facts a« said persons shall 
claim to justify their registration. Three members of said Board shall 
constitute a quorum. 

§ 11. The secretary of the Board shall receive a salary, which 
shall be fixed by the Board and which shall not exceed the sum of 
twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500) per year; he shall also receive his 
traveling and other expenses incurred in the performance of his official 
duties. The members of the Board shall receive the sum of five dollars 
($5) for each day actually engaged in this service, and all legitimate 
and necessary expenses incurred in attending the meetings of said 
Board. Said expenses shall be paid from the fees, penalties and appro- 
priations received by the Board under the provisions of this act. The 
Board shall make an annual report to the Governor and to the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association of all moneys received and disbursed by 
them pursuant to this act. 

§ 12. No person shall sell at retail any drug, medicine or poison 
without affixing to the box, bottle, vessel or package containing the 
same, a label bearing the name of the article, distinctly shown, with 
the name and place of business of the registered pharmacist from 
whom the article was obtained. Provided, Nothing in this section 
shall apply to the sale of patent or proprietary medicines when sold in 
original packages, nor with the dispensing of physicians* prescriptions. 
Any person failing to comply with the requirements of this section 
shall be liable to a penalty of $5 for any and every offense. 
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§ 13. Any person who shall wilfully make any false representa- 
tion to procure registration for himself, or any other person, shall» for 
each and every offense, be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars. 

§ 14. No person shall add to or remove from any drug, medicine, 
chemical or pharmaceutical preparation, any ingredient or material 
for the purpose .of adulteration or substitution, or which shall deter- 
iorate the quality, commercial value, or medicinal effect, or which 
shall alter the nature or composition of such drug, medicine, chemical 
or pharmaceutical preparation so that it will not correspond to the 
recognized tests of identity or purity. Any person who shall thus 
adulterate or alter, or cause to be adulterated or altered, any drug, 
chemical, medicine or pharmaceutical preparation, or any person who 
shall sell or offer for sale, or cause to be sold, any such adulterated 
drug, chemical, medicine or pharmaceutical preparation; or any person 
who shall, without notification to the purchaser, substitute or cause to 
be substituted one material for another, shall be liable to prosecution 
under this act. If convicted, he shall be liable to all the costs of the 
action, and all the expenses incurred by the Board of Pharmacy in 
connection therewith, and for the first offense be liable to a fine of not 
less than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, and for each 
subsequent offense a fine of not less than seventy-five nor more than 
one hundred and fifty dollars. 

The Board of Pharmacy is hereby empowered to employ an analyst 
or chemist expert, whose duty it shall be to examine into the so-called 
adulteration, substitution or alteration, and report upon the result of 
his investigation; and, if said report justify such action, the Board 
sh^U duly cause the prosecution of the offender, as provided in this 
law. The latest edition of the United States Pharmacopoeia is hereby 
adopted as the standard in determining the recognized tests of identity 
and purity under this act. 

§ 14a. That it shall not be lawful for any druggist or other person 
to retail or sell or give away any cocaine hydro cholorate, or any salts 
of or any compound of cocaine, or any preparation containing cocaine, 
or any salts of or any compound thereof, excepting upon the written 
prescription of a licensed physician or licensed dentist, licensed under 
the laws of the State, which prescription shall only be filled once, and 
must have written plainly upon it the name and address of the patient. 
Provided, that the provisions of this section shall not apply to sales 
at wholesale by any manufacturer or wholesale dealer, who shall sell 
to the retail druggist, or other person so sold, as original packages 
only, when such manufacturer or wholesale dealer shall have aflBxed 
to each box, bottle or package containing such cocaine hydro chlorate, 
or salts or compounds of cocaine, or preparations containing cocaine. 
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a label specifically setting forth the proportion of cocaine contained 
therein. 

§ 14b. Any druggist or other person who shall retail or sell any 
cocaine hydro chlorate, or salts or compounds of cocaine, or any pre- 
paration containing cocaine, or salts or compounds thereof, in violation 
of this act, aijd any druggist or other person who shall prescribe any 
cocaine hydro chlorate, or salts or compounds of cocaine, or any pre- 
paration containing cocaine or salts or compounds thereof, to any 
person addicted to the habitual use of cocaine, or any preparation or 
compound thereof, in any form, shall, for the first offense, be fined 
the sum of not less than fifty dollars nor more than two hundred 
dollars, and for each subsequent offense not less than two hundred 
dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, and if the person so 
offending shall have a license as a physician, dentist or pharmacist, 
such license shall be revoked. 

§ 15. All suits for the recovery of the several penalties prescribed 
in this act shall be prosecuted in the name of the "People of the State 
of Illinois," in any court having jurisdiction, and it shall be the duty 
of the State's Attorney of the county where such offense is committed 
to prosecute all persons violating the provisions of this act upon proper 
complaint being made. All penalties collected under the provisions of 
this act shall inure to the Board of Pharmacy. 

§ 16. An act entitled, "An act to amend an act entitled, *An act to 
amend an act entitled, 'An act to regulate the practice of pharmacy in 
the State of Illinois,' " approved May 30, 1881, in force July 1, 1881, as 
amended by an act approved June 4, 1889, in force July 1, 1889, in force 
July 1, 1895, is hereby repealed. 

Provided, 'That nothing in this section, or this act contained, shall 
be construed to interfere with the term of office of any officer hereto- 
fore appointed under the said act, and nothing in this act contained 
shall be construed to interfere with or cancel any certificate of regis- 
tration or privilege heretofore granted under said act, but the officers 
heretofore appointed, and any certificates of registration or privilege 
heretofore granted shall continue in force and be and remain for and 
during the period, as provided in the said act.

FIRST SESSION. 



The twenty-fifth annual meeting of the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Association was called to order bv President Knoebel in Germania 
Hall at Rockford at 2 o'clock p. m., Monday, June 13, 1904. 
After a few preliminary remarks, Mayor Jackson of Rockford was 
introduced and delivered the following address of welcome: 

ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 

BY MAYOR C. E. JACKSON. 

Mr. President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

We have looked forward v/ith pleasant anticipation to your coming, 
because we believed that yours is an organization of representative 
business men such as any city should be proud to entertain. Now 
that we have seen you, I want to assure you that we are not disap- 
pointed in the least. We feel highly honored by your presence here 
and trust that nothing will occur to cause you to regret that you 
selected Rockford as your silver anniversary meeting place. 

A city located in the extreme northern part of a State like ours, 
over 400 miles in length, in a general way can hardly expect many 
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state conventions. Especially is this true in the State of Illinois, 
where there are so many beautiful cities. At one time we believed 
that Rockford was unfortunately situated with reference to securing 
state meetings. But a wonderful change has come over our land of 
late. We noticed a few days ago that the people of Cairo came all the 
way to Lake Michigan to find a man who will be our next governor. 
Within a few days you v/ill see the people of the United States cross- 
ing the continent to find a man who will be our next president. So 
it is not so strange after all that you have come to the extreme 
northern part of the State to find a city best fitted for your meeting. 
It seems that distance and time are lost sight of when fitness is taken 
into consideration. 

I do not want to be understood as claiming that Rockford is 
superior to your southern cities. If any of you take exceptions to 
what I have said there will be no argument, inasmuch as you are our 
guests. In case any of you should feel- that I have assumed too much, 
I would be inclined to withdrav/ my remarks as O'Hoolihan withdrew 
what he had said when Casey demanded an explanation. 

The story goes that O'Hoolihan was busily engaged in writing at 
his desk one morning when Mrs. Casey entered and wanted to know 
v/hat he was doing. 

"I am just writing down the names of the men in this block thai 
I can lick," replied Mr. O'Hoolihan. 

"Have you got my husband's name on that list," inquired Mrs. 
Casey. 

"I just told you" responded Mr. O'Hoolihan, "that I Am writing 
down the names of the men in this block that I can whip, and your 
husband's name is at the head of the list." 

Thereupon Mrs. Oasey rushed off to find her husband and it was 
not long before he appeared before Mr. O'Hoolihan and demanded an 
explanation. 

"Mrs. Casey tells me," began Mr. Casey, "that you have been 
writing down the names of the men in this block that you can lick 
and that my name is the first on the list." 

"That is just what I v/as doing when Mrs. Casey came in" re- 
plied Mr. O'Hoolihan. 

"Well, I. want to tell you," continued Casey, "that you never saw 
the time that you could lick me. You know that I am a better man 
than you and that I can whip you any day in the week. I can lick 
you right now and 1 believe I will do it." 

"Well, Casey," said O'Hoolihan, "if that is the way you are going 
to talk and act about it, I will scratch your name off the list." 
(Laughter.) _ 
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Now, I feel very much like O'Hoolihan did. If any of you are 
going to take exceptions to what I have said, rather than get into 
an argument, I will withdraw my remarks. 

We know, gentlemen, that we are situated in the extreme northern 
part of the State and that we are exceedingly glad to have you with 
us. In conclusion, I want to say that nowhere in this great State of 
ours could you have selected a meeting place where a more cordial 
welcome would come from the hearts of the people, than the one I 
am so poorly, but so earnestly extending to you now. (Applause.) 

The President — I will call upon Mr. Walter H. Gale, of Chicago, 
to respond to the very welcome words of Mayor Jackson. 

RESPONSE TO ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 

BY WALTER H. GALE. 

On behalf of the members of the association, I want to say that 
we greatly appreciate the warm words of welcome extended to us by 
his honor, the mayor. Those of as who were instrumental in selecting 
Rockford as our meeting place are doubly appreciative of what the 
mayor has said. 

Those of you who were present at our last convention will re- 
member that at that time no city in the State had offered itself as 
a sacrifice to us and the selection of a meeting place for this year 
was left with the executive committee. The committee worked on 
the problem for some time but was unable to find a city that wanted 
us. It was then turned over to a sub-committee and finally we got 
Worthington, Porter, Keeling and a lot of these other good druggists 
in Rockford to let us come out here. 

We have been meeting down in the central part of the State so 
long that we have gotten the best cities about used up and we thought 
we would come up here this year and try to redeem our reputation. 
I trust that after we have been here two or three days his honor, the 
mayor, will not have occasion to change his mind. 

I wish to say that we feel that this is going to be one of the best 
meetings we ever held. Probably a great deal of the large attendance 
will be due to the location. Rockford is a long distance from the 
southern part of the State, but a great majority of the pharmacists 
are in the northern end. As a matter of geography, Rockford i^ pro- 
bably nearer the great bulk of the druggists than a place farther 
south. 

I have been connected with this association for a number of years, 
and every year I think the boys are becoming a little more civilized. 
Coming out on the train today they all promised to try to be decent 
this year.

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In conclusion, Mr. Mayor, I want to again thank you for your 
very cordial welcome. 

The Pbesident — I will ask Vice-President Fry to take the chair 
while I read my annual address: 

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

To the Members of the IllinoU Pharmaceutical Association: 

The meeting of today marks the twenty-fifth or silver anniversary 
of the birth of our association. 

During these years the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association has 
been a history-making association. Always found in the front ranks 
battling for the elevation, purity and advancement of pharmacy and 
its allied branches. Even while accomplishing these results, the prac- 
tical and commercial side of pharmacy was not neglected by any 
means. 

The Illinois Pharmaceutical Association was instrumental in 
bringing about the adoption and enforcement of our pharmacy law, 
the regulation of the sale of narcotics, the raising of the standard 
of requirements for the registration of apprentices, assistant and 
registered pharmacists, the formation of the National Association of 
Retail Druggists and the upbuilding of pharmaceutical education in 
the State. 

The past year has been a successful year, marking a steady growth 
of membership and a comparatively prosperous year for the members. 

With such a record, I feel assured in predicting that the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association will qpntinue its noble work and its 
valiant struggle in behalf of its members, thus leading the way for 
the material betterment of the entire drug trade of the State. 

RETROSPECTIVE. 

This being the silver jubilee of our association, I feel that with- 
out taking a retrospective view of the drug trade, I should have indeed 
neglected my duty. 

We all grow reminiscent at times, and, this being an occasion 
authorizing me to do so, I hope you will forgive me, for I promise to 
be brief. 

My recollection of the wholesale and retail drug business of 
twenty-five years ago is of a kind that savors strongly of everything 
under the sun, from putty, sand-paper, linseed oil and paints to crude 
drugs, fine chemicals and glassware. 

During those times we were expected to extend credit to our 
patrons for six or more months and looked for the same courtesies 
from the wholesale jobber for ourselves. 
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Although the development of the American drug trade shows a 
wonderful growth and expansion, there seems to be more of a tendency 
toward specialization today than in former years. Still, the number 
of articles usually carried in stock by the jobbers, as well as the re- 
tailers, has not diminished in number. 

The pharmacopoeia of years ago enumerated possibly 600 articles, 
including drugs and preparations, while the pharmacopceia of 1890, 
lists 989 articles worthy of mention. Adding to this the 454 addi- 
tional semi-official preparations of the National Formulary, makes a 
total of 1443 articles which the druggist is supposed to be able to 
supply at a moment's notice. 

This number does not include articles not mentioned in the 
pharmacopoeia. By referring to a recent issue of a price list of a 
prominent jobbing house, it shows about 6000 articles in the drug and 
chemical department and about 8000 articles listed as patent or pro- 
prietary medicines. Even this extensive list does not include drug- 
gists' sundries and side lines. 

In the review of the drug trade, the progress made in chemistry 
is of vital importance. Besides legitimate chemicals, thousands of 
new compounds found in our markets today, were entirely unknown 
twenty-five* years ago. I refer to the coal-tar products and synthetic 
compounds. 

Whether these chemical discoveries will prove to be a boon to 
the human race, to the extent to which they are advertised, remains 
to be seen. 

Many of these compounds will find their proper 'places as thera- 
peutical agents, but it is my opinion that a great number of them 
will prove a curse to coming generations instead of a blessing. 

The advance in retail pharmacy has been slow, comparatively- 
speaking, during the past twenty-five years. There has been a 
decided improvement in conducting the retail business of today, as 
compared with former years. The introduction of new methods and 
appliances for the manufacture of pharmaceuticals has lessened tlie 
labor to a large degree, yet the retail druggist has not progressed wltli 
the firm step that he should. This is due to the willingness of tlie 
retailer to permit others to do his work for him. 

This inclination on his part has led to the establishment of phar- 
maceutical houses, whose laboratories are so extensive and complete 
as to arouse the admiration of the world. 

The products of these firms, as compared to the oldtime infusions, 
concoctions, boluses and nauseous doses, are as the mansion of today 
compared to the log-cabin of our forefathers. 

I have nothing but admiration and praise for these modern phar- 
maceutical laboratories, still in dispassionate moments, I am forced 
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to admit that they have inadvertently robbed the retail druggist of 
much of his character and standing as a professional man. 

Two important factors in the growth of the drug trade were the 
colleges of pharmacy and the pharmaceutical press. The advancement 
in this line has been sound and in keeping with the spirit of the times. 

Colleges of pharmacy have grown more numerous than in years 
gon^ by, but even now, are none too plentiful. The course of instruc* 
lion in these institutions has been increased and improved to such a 
degree, that the young man of today who wishes to perfect his phar- 
maceutical training, has a decided advantage over his old-time col- 
league. 

The pharmaceutical press deserves special credit for the wonderful 
strides it has taken in presenting the records of scientific progress, 
invention and researches in pharmacy and its allied branches. 

The drug trade for years was satisfied and proud of its monthly 
publications, but today we can boast of at least one pharmaceutical 
publication coming as a welcome weekly visitor. 

Years ago, illustrations in our trade journals were considered in 
the light of a novelty, while today these publications abound in the 
best workmanship in that line, and, coupled with other typographical 
changes and innovations, making the pharmaceutical journals of today 
foremost in modern journalism. 

Pharmacy, like all other things, has had its fads. Tablets, cap- 
sules, cachets, elixirs, abstracts, pills, fluid extracts, all have passed 
through cycles of popularity.' 

Serum therapy, of which we knew nothing twenty-five years ago, 
promises to become foremost of all recent discoveries in the saving 
of human lives. 

The standards of pharmacy for the past quarter of a century and 
more, were largely maintained in a dignified way, through the efforts 
of the pharmaceutical associations. 

The American Pharmaceutical Association was the only organiza- 
tion of a national scope, which guarded the interests of the drug trade 
of the United States. This association was ably assisted in her grand 
efforts for the elevation of pharmacy by the various State organiza- 
tions. But today, this grand association has found an able ally in the 
younger and vigorous association, the N. A. R. ' D., which represents 
the commercial interests of the retail druggists, and bids fair to be- 
come a national power in the commercial seas of pharmacy. 

Taken as a whole, pharmacy has done much during the past 
quarter of a century to give her space in the niche of fame. And, in 
view of the facts, that so much that is good, so much that is noble and 
of lasting service to civilization, was accomplished by the druggists 
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of this country, who labored quietly, patiently, unostentatiously, hoping 
to benefit mankind, surely they are deserving of warmer places in the 
hearts of the public than is granted them at the present time. 

AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 

During this age of commercialism, we are apt to forget and often 
underestimate the value of scientific researches and discoveries. It 
is well to remember that the druggists of this country, without the 
help and teachings of the American Pharmaceutical Association, would 
soon sink to the level of ordinary tradesmen, without any profession 
to speak of whatever. 

The almighty dollar is a necessity for the proper maintenance of 
our business, but since such is the case, it does not follow that all of 
our work, our education, our ambitions and our hopes should be 
measured by the cold standard of the almighty dollar. 

The reputation and qualifications of the druggist, as a professional 
man, is not gauged by the dexterity with which he wraps up and 
hands out a patent medicine, or by the celerity with which he dishes 
out cream-soda and candies, or by the eloquence with which he ox- 
pounds upon the delicacy of flavor of the latest brand of 5-cent cigars, 
but i« entirely governed by the knowledge the drug^t possesses as a 
professional man and not as a tradesman. 

Without the moral support of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, the retail drug business would be as a ship without a rudder, 
floundering in the commercial seas of competition, soon to be dashed 
to pieces on the rocks of incompetency. 

The American Pharmaceutical Association will aid you profes- 
sionally in keeping abreast the times, and will. keep you informed In 
reference to the scientific side of your business. 

Should the various pure food laws, both state and national, be 
enforced, we, as druggists, will feel grateful to the American Pharma.- 
ceutical Association for not permitting us to forget our scientific train- 
ing altogether. 

A goodly number of druggists from this State are enrolled a.s 
members of the American Pharmaceutical Association, but, to sho^w 
our appreciation of the good work of this veteran association, I would 
be gratified to see the membership from this State trebled within tlie 
next year. 

The dues of this association are repaid ten-fold, yea, a hundred- 
fold, in the issuing of an annual report of proceedings covering an 
entire year and comprising anything and everything of interest to tlie 
retail druggist. 

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF RETAIL DRUGGISTS. 

The work accomplished by this association during the past year 
exceeded our fondest expectations.

Through the influence of the mighty hand of the N. A. R. D., the 
profits of thousands of druggists have been materially increased. But, 
strange to say, many of the beneficiaries of the labors of the N. A. R. D. 
positively refuse to give that little individual financial aid necessary 
to maintain the organization in good running and fighting order. 

The withholding of this necessary sustenance, has several times 
placed the .life of this invaluable association in jeopardy;^ compelling 
the officers of the association, as a last resort, to accept aid, in the 
form of charitable donations from the manufacturers of proprietary 
remedies. 

Just think of it, ye men of intelligence, your association forced 
to annually pass the hat, in order to maintain the life of an organiza- 
tion, whose sole object is to protect and benefit you individually and 
co Hec tX ve ly? 

And the bulk of these contributions were generously donated by 
the very firms, the price of whose products you seek to regulate through 
the N. A. R. D. 

. This disgraceful and unbusiness-like condition, of affairs must be 
remedied, otherwise the N. A. R. D. is a doomed association, and it 
will be the retail druggists of the United States who will be responsible 
for the death of the only national organization which ever aided them 
in a commercial way. 

Should such catastrope ever overtake the N. A. R. D., it would 
require a score or more of years before another organization of similar 
scope and magnitude could be instituted, for no man or body of men 
would be desirous to again undertake the arduous task of forming 
another association, with the bitter past still rankling in their bosoms, 
and the dread that possibly the diffidence, blindness and ignorance of 
the retail druggists would again permit the association to starve to 
death. 

Many argue, that where there are local organizations that the 
N. A. R. D. is of no benefit to them. This is an erroneous idea, and 
not sustained by practical experience. A national or central body is 
necessary, without which the local association would be a mere pigmy 
and of no avail in case of any serious troubles. 

It is imperative for the retail druggists of the United States to 
awaken to the realization of the fact, that it has become necessary for 
them to do their own thinking and fighting hereafter, and no longer 
depend upon the proprietors and jobbers to do it for them. 

I am willing to admit that many manufacturers of proprietary 
medicines, and many jobbers, are favorably inclined toward the work 
of the N. A. R. D., yet it is an incontrovertible fact that the majority 
of these drug-powers have little respect for the N. A. R. D. and its 
members, considering the average druggist of but little consequence 
and in the light of nothing but a big loblolly. 
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It is to be hoped that the incoming officers of the Illinois Pharma- 
deutical Association will co-operate in every practical mftnner with 
the officers of the N. A. R. D., in order that the work of our national 
association will be made more effective, in that way improving the 
commercial prosperity of the retailers of our State. 

With this end in view, I would suggest, that the incoming presi- 
dent appoint one member from each congressional district of the State, 
to act as a special committeeman for the N. A. R. D. from his respec- 
tive district. 

The duty of this committeeman shall be to keep the officefg*'of 
the national association informed in regard to price cutting, activity 
of the members of local associations, new stores or any such informa- 
tion as he may deem of interest or advantage to the officers at the 
home office of the N. A. ^. D. The duties of this committeeman are 
not to conflict with the duties of any of the secretaries of local or- 
ganizations. 

In that way the national association would at all times be able to 
obtain reliable information in the shortest possible time, and would 
constantly be in touch with all parts of the State. 

STATE BOARD OF PHARMACY. 

Our state Board of Pharmacy, during the past year, has been 
more active in enfdrcing the provisions of the pharmacy l?.w than 
heretofore. 

In this the members of the Board have had the moral support of 
all law-abiding druggists, and the good work accomplished by the 
Board is a credit to the State of Illinois. 

The action of the Board in rigidly enforcing the Cocaine Law 
deserves special commendation, and the forceful manner in which the 
violators of this law were caught in the drag-net of the Board was 
grand to behold. 

The Board, by its fearless and impartial action, as a natural 
sequence, incurred the ire of a number of these violators, who hoped 
to gain sympathy by the aid of the newspapers. The efforts on the 
part of these human vampires, representing the scum of the pharma- 
ceutical profession, were in vain, and the Illinois State Board of 
Pharmacy was applauded by all decent citizens of the State for punish- 
ing the wretches. 

I hope for the good of all, to see the policy of our present Board 
continued, the members of which are entitled to the praise and support 
of our association. 

COLLEGES OF PHARMACY. 

That the colleges of pharmacy are doing much for the cause of 
pharmacy is admitted by all who are interested in the proper education 
and future welfare of the druggists of the United States. 
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The coiirses of study, as a rule, are thorough, practical and in 
keeping with the high standards of pharmaceutical education as pro- 
mulgated by our toBemoA educators. 

Laboratory work, which is such an important part of the practical 
training of the student, receives its proper recognition in these in- 
stitutions of learning. 

There is do reason for any student, aspiring for a thorough know- 
ledge of pharmacy and its branches, to plead lack of educational facili- 
ties in his particular calling. 

The curricula of the various colleges are being revised and 
strengthened, and along these lines I would suggest that the advisory 
board to the school of pharmacy of the University of Illinois, recom- 
mend the addition of Food Analysis to the regular course of studies. 

The time is not far distant when the retail druggists of the country 
will find it to their advantage both professionally and finaucially to 
make a specialty of food analysis. 

SPECIALTIES OF PHARMACEUTICAL HOUSES. 

The number of specialties made by pharmaceutical houses is 
steadily growiDg, and something should be done to check this tendency 
on the part of these firms in loading down the shelves of the retail 
druggist with these semi-patent medicines. 

The demand for these preparations was brought about by the 
practicing physician, who insists on prescribing these pseudo-pharma- 
ceuticals, instead of using standard preparations recognized by our 
pharmacopoeia and National Formulary. 

ZThe use of many of these specialties has grown so universal that 
it is no longer the family physician who does .the diagnosing and pre- 
scribing for the patient, but some manufacturer of specialties does 
it for him. 

In that way the physician is spared the mental exertion and annoy- 
ance of 'Vthinking up" his own prescriptions, the patient gets some 
simple or worthless compound for which he is compelled to pay ex- 
orbitant prices, and the manufacturer, encouraged by his success in 
duping the physician, at once "gets busy" in building another of these 
conglomerations in the scientific department of his extensive labora- 
tory. 

The main reason why these manufacturers of pharmaceuticals in- 
sist upon exploiting their specialties, is because they yield a far 
greater profit to them than the regular line of pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions. 

Some of these firms employ men at high salaries, whose only 
duties are to do "detail" work among the physicians. Besides this. 
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they expend thousands upon thousands of dollars in advertising the 
virtues of their wonderful discoveries. 

Who contributes all this wealth, filling the coffers of these firms 
to overflowing? Who, but the druggist and patient? 

To bring this matter before the Illinois and other associations I 
would recommend that a committee be appointed whose duty it shall 
l)e to enlist the aid of the N. A. R. D. in bringing this lamentable con- 
<lition of affairs to the attention of the manufacturers of these 
specialties, in such a manner as may bring some relief in that direc- 
tion to the retail druggist. 

THE PATENT MEDICINE EVIL. 

The patent medicine, or, using the more modem and misleading 
term, proprietary medicine, has been, and still is, the source of more 
annoyance and humiliation to the retail druggist than any other one 
cause. 

Aside from the cut rate evil, the continued and overwhelming 
growth of the number of these preparations, is another serious problem 
staring the druggist in the face, compelling him to invest the greater 
portion of his capital in these nostrums, instead of legitimate pharma- 
ceutical preparations. 

It is not the commercial side of this question which I intend to 
bring before this association, but the appalling growth of the evil. 

That the druggist is largely to blame for these unfortunate condi- 
tions is beyond dispute. Had it not been for the recommendation the 
druggist gave these remedies, they would not today be enjoying the 
"reputation" they do, and their demand instead of assuming such 
stupendous proportions, would now be gradually decreasing. 

Had it not been for the druggist, who, with the aid of the phy- 
sician, gave character and standing to these medicines, their sale and 
consumption would not have reached such enormous and dangerous 
quantities. 

Were it possible to arrive at definite facts and figures, and could 
it be fairly estimated how many thousands of car loads of these pre- 
parations are annually dumped into the willing stomachs of the people, 
it would be a sad commentary on the dignity and honor of the druggist 
and physician, who sanction and encourage the use of these vile nos- 
trums. 

As professional men, as compounders of medicines, as public- 
spirited men, we owe it to our patrons who are largely governed by 
our advice; we owe it to future generations; we owe it to our country 
to make an effort to regulate and possibly stamp out the patent medi- 
cine evil. 

The Illinois Pharmaceutical Association proudly boasts of having 
been active in the regulation of the sale of certain narcotics — all honor 
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to her. How can this association then blindly permit this wholesale 
degradation of our people, hy the pernicious use of patent medicines, 
Just because there is a small profit in their sale? 

It is high time for the druggist to wake up and proye to the citi- 
zens of this country that he is something more than the vender of 
patent medicines. Let him use his best efforts for such laws as will 
at least have a tendency to regulate and check this dangerous patent- 
medicine-bibbling 'habit. 

No druggist of any standing will dare to deny that the habitual 
use of the numerous vile preparations, masquerading as tonics, etc., is 
undermining the health of the people of this nation. 

No physician of any standing will dare to deny that many of the 
nervous wrecks found in our hospitals and asylums, and many sudden 
deaths of prominent men and women can be directly traced to the 
continued use of one or the other of these nerve-destroying, death- 
dealing concoctions. 

Neither physician nor druggist will deny, that many thousands of 
•deaths of infants, during the summer months, are not the result of 
•disease alone, but are due to the weakened condition of the babes 
l>rought on by the doping they received in the form of soothing syrups, 
etc. 

And, neither physician nor druggist will deny that thousands of 
victims of drug habits can trace their degraded and pitiable condition 
to the use of certain patent nostrums. 

There is not auother country on the face of the globe which per- 
mits the indiscriminate sale and manufacture of patent medicines as 
this country does. Our boasted civilization receives a severe shock, 
in the eyes of foreign countries, by permitting this traffic in human 
lives and health. And we as druggists, knowing all of these dangers, 
lend our aid and moral support to perpetuating this nefarious practice. 

To regulate the sale of patent medicines will be no easy task. 
Opposition, in the shape of bribery and intimidation, will spring up 
the moment any legislation adverse to the patent medicinie traffic is 
attempted. 

Many of our leading metropolitan dailies derive such enormous 
revenues from patent medicine advertisements that their efforts would 
undoubtedly be in behalf of the patent medicines. And since these 
dailies print some of the filthiest matter, in the shape of patent medi- 
cine advertisements in the most conspicuous part of the paper, it is 
but natural to suppose that any laws looking to the regulation of the 
sale of patent medicines would receive but stinted assistance from such 
daily papers. 

And again, even our own (the pharmaceutical press) would 
hesitate in aiding any legislation antagonistic to the patent medicine 
trade, for fear of losing some of its best paying advertisers. 
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In the state legislature and tlie halls of congress, determined 
opposition to such laws would abound. Partly, because some of the 
representatives might be financially interested in the manufacture of 
patent medicines, and others will oppose such measures ^ because they 
realize that they will be robbed of the only means by which, they will 
ever be able to see their names and faces in public print; that is, in 
the shape of some patent medicine recommendation. Such members 
will fight any legislation that would deprive them of such glory and 
notoriety. 

The question then arises, who will support such legislation aiming 
to regulate the patent medicine trade? 

The answer is simply this: All who believe in protecting the 
health and lives of our people, all who believe in upholding the dignity 
of pur profession, and all who believe in doing right, regardless of 
public opinion. 

What shall this legislation be? That would largely be the duty 
of the law-makers to frame a suitable law. But it is the opinion of 
the writer that a simple law could be enacted to bring about the desired 
result. If possible, it should be a federal law. 

First. Compel each and every package or vial containing any 
patent medicine or secret compound or remedy intended for the cure 
or relief of any disease, to bear a label, giving the composition of said 
remedy or compound in full. 

Second. If the contents of the original package, or vial, do not 
agree with the remedy as compounded by legally authorized persons, 
according to the formula as stated on the label of said package or vial, 
have the sale of said remedy prohibited. 

Third. When a remedy claims to cure incurable diseases, and 
the composition of the remedy would indicate its claims as false, have 
said remedy stamped as a fraud and itfe sale forbidden. 

Fourth. Hold the manufacturers of these remedies liable for any 
harm or serious injury that may result from the use of their remedies, 
if used according to printed directions accompanying the remedy. 

Such a law would at once restrict the sale of patent medicines to 
responsible and competent persons. And by removing the veil of 
secrecy would forever destroy the wonderful curative properties, and 
thereby the sale, of thousands of these world-renowned patent nostrums. 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, permit me to express my grateful appreciation 'of 
the honor you have conferred upon me, and I herewith tender my 
thanks to my brother officers and the members of the executive com- 
mittee, to the local committee of druggists and business men of Rock- 
ford, and to the president, secretary and members of the Illinois Phar- 
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maceutical Travelers* Association for their loyal support and unswerv- 
ing fidelity to the cause of pharmacy in this State.

REPORT OF SECRETARY. 

Springfield, III., June 10, 1904. 

To the President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion: 

I have the honor to submit herewith my report as Secretary of the 
Illinois Pharmaceutical Association from June 6, 1903 to June 10, 1904. 

The finances of the association continue to be in a healthy condi- 
tion. All obligations are promptly met, and in addition we have added 
to our surplus of last year. I will not here go into the details of the 
amount of money on hand, as this is a matter that properly belongs 
to our treasurer. 

The interest in the affairs of the association which became marked 
about two years ago is continually on the increase. When I speak 
of interest in the association, I do not necessarily mean dues and other 
matters of finance. On the contrary, I refer more particularly to the 
good work the association is doing in more closely cementing the 
druggists of the State. This is manifested in various ways, chief of 
which are the many county organizations throughout the State. Your 
secretary does not want to be understood as claiming all the credit 
for the good work the local organizations throughout the State are 
doing. He feels, however, that our association is and has been doing 
a great work in this line, as an aid to the National Association of 
Retail Druggists, which is bringing about untold benefits to the retail 
druggists of this country. 

Another evidence of interest in the work of the association is the 
demand for its printed ^proceedings. Not long ago your secretary was 
discussing the question of State Druggists' Associations with a gentle- 
man who is familiar with all of the state organizations, having at- 
tended their meetings from year to year. "I have an intimate know- 
ledge of the State Associations" said he, "and have attended a great 
many of their annual meetings and listened to the papers and discus- 
sions. I want to say to you in all candor that the druggists who attend 
the meetings of the Illinois Association are better posted and more 
capable than the druggists of any other State." 
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This is one of the reasons why our reports are in demand by those 
who follow the work we are engaged in. 

The Illinois Pharmaceutical Travelers' Association during the 
last year has served to arouse much interest in the attendance at our 
meetings., I know^ I speak the sentiments of every member of our 
association when I say that they stand head and shoulders above any 
other similar organization in the United States in arousing genuine 
interest and in "making good" on every promise they make.

An interesting and instructing talk was made by Albert E. Ebert of 
the committee on legislation on the old and present pharmacy laws, and 
the needs of further legislation. It was ordered that Mr. Ebert be re- 
quested to put his views in writing and that the committee on leg- 
islation be authorized to send a copy of the same to each member of the 
association at least thirty days prior to the next annual meeting. 

Upon motion, it v/as ordered that the subject of the Prize Essay for 
the year 1904, be left to the president and secretary for determination. 

Upon motion of Vice President Fry, it was ordered that the next 
annual meeting be held at Saylor Springs in Clay County, some time 
during the first two weeks in June. 

On motion of Mr. Straw, it was ordered, if it be found that Saylor 
Springs is not available as a place of meeting, that the president and 
secretary of the association, acting in conjunction with President Med- 
bery of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Travelers' Association and asso- 
ciates select some other place. 
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A motion to limit the annual meeting to two days and to dispense 

with w.elcoming speeches, etc., was lost. 

■ 

Professor N. G. Bartlett offered the following resolution: 

"Whereas, The revision committee of the U. S. P. in 1900 formally 
adopted the metric system as the standard for weights and measures 
of the pharmacopaeia ; and 

Whereas, The consensus of opinion of authorities on pharmaceuti- 
cal science both here and abroad is now even more favorable to the 
universal use of the metric system in pharmacy; and 

Whereas, It is commonly admitted that the use of the metric sys- 
tem by pharmacists in this country is the exception rather than the 
rule ; and 

Whereas, It is generally believed that this neglect of the use of 
the metric system is mainly due to the fact that various dispensatories, 
and commentaries on the U. S. P., which, by the courtesy of the revision 
-committee were permitted to use the text of the pharmacopaeia, hava 
invariably, in printing formulas from the same, given the equivalents 
fof the metric weights and measures in the terms of the ordinary sys- 
tem; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Board of Trustees of the U. S. Pharmacopist 
Convention be, and is hereby requested to limit the privileges of the 
xjopy-righted text of the pharmacopaeia to such publishers as will enter 
into a T»Titten agreement to print all formulas in the metric system, 
and without the use of equivalents in the weights and measures of any 
other system whatsoever." 

As an amendment thereto, Mr. Straw offered the following, which 
was adopted: 

"While we, the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association in executive 
session heartily endorse the sentiments as offered by Professor Bart- 
lett, yet we believe that the coming U. S. Pharmacopoeia will prove 
more useful to the rank and file of the medical and pharmaceutical 
profession of this country by having inserted in the text alternative 
formulas in the common weights and measures." 

On motion, the secretary was instructed to send a copy of Professor 
Bartlett's resolution, together with Mr. Straw's amendment thereto, 
to Professor Oscar Oldeberg for his opinion. 

On motion the salary of the secretary was fixed at three hundred 
•dollars for the year beginning June 1, 1903, and ending June 1, 1904. 

Mr. W. Bodemanr of. the State Board of Pharmacy and Mr. Chas. 
Avery, President of the Chicago Retail Druggists Association, were 
instructed to take up the matter of counter prescribing with the State 
Board of Health to the end that an amicable adjustment of the ques- 
tion may be arrived at. 
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There being no other business before the committee it adjourned 
to meet at the call of the chairman.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOARD OF PHARMACY 

RECORDS. 

To the President and Memhers of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion : 

Your committee on Board of Pharmacy Records, begs leave to 
submit the following report: 

The provision for the .annual appointment of this committee was 
included in the by-laws of the association by invitation of the State 
Board of Pharmacy. In conformity with this provision, a member 
of your committee inspected the workings and accounts of the board, 
and begs leave to report the following conclusions and findings: 

Your committee is of the opinion that the affairs of the board are 
economically managed and the funds collected from the druggists of 
the State judiciously expended. 

We find that the records are neatly and properly kept and the 
general working system is such as to reflect great credit upon the 
board and its secretary. 

The druggists of the State of Illinois should feel proud of the 
manner in which the records of the Board of Pharmacy are kept. A 
vast amount of detail work is necessary to handle the accounts of 
the thousands of registered and tissistant pharmacists of the State and 
see that all receipts are properly and promptly credited. In addition 
to this are the applications filed, certificates issued, fines collected, etc., 
and the disbursements of the office. 

In connection with our report on method of handling the accounts 
of the office we beg to submit a copy of the report of S. Wade Hunt, 
Public Accountant and Auditor, as to the correctness of the accounts 
and records of the Board of Pharmacy for the year 1903.

Mr. Bodemann — Mr. President, in connection with this report let 
me say that when you appointed this committee we filed our protest 
and asked that younger members of our association be appointed. 
There is a tendency on the part of the association to put the same 
old war horses at the front all the time. However, you ordained 
otherwise. 

I have had the report of the committee printed, and after it is 
presented I hope the printed copies will be generally distributed. It is 
as follows: » 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TRADE INTERESTS. 

To the President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tiori: 

At the executive committee meeting last fall your committee re- 
quested authority to send out a set of questions to the members of 
the executive committee and secretaries of local associations. Our 
efficient secretary sent out 100 such sets — 25 to executive committee 
members and 75 to local associations, with attached heading.. We 
received 41 replies, considering that no request for money was attached 
to the questions, a very liberal response. Your committee makes no 
claim of originality for this sort of a basis for a report. We believe 
it has been tried by some associations, but the questions are not copies 
of any other set: We got them up jointly, but to Mr. Gale belongs the 
credit for the finish of diction and concise expression, while your secre- 
tary attended to the printing and mailing in his own inimitable style. 

The answers are carefully tabulated. This was done by Mr. 
Carr of the N. A. R. D. office, and the .gentleman is entitled to the 
thanks of this committee for this painstaking, dreary routine work. 
But it was not all dreary. Some of the replies are highly entertaining, 
rich and juicy, and we shall ask the indulgence of the association to 
call special attention to a few specimens. 

We now come to the tabulated answers. They tell their own story 
better than we could do, and we refrain from an attempt at explana- 
tion, but we do urge and request that each question be discussed at a 
subsequent session, after the members have digested the answers at 
their leisure. Let us not ask you in vain to participate in this discus- 
sion. The most elaborate report, no matter how much labor and 
thought and literary effort it involved, is but chaff — if simply read, 
received, adopted, approved, and filed, etc. What we would ask is a 
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live discussion. We have not exhausted the supply. We should have 
liked to embrace the opportunity to discuss the question of shorter 
hours, the scarcity of good clerks — not of clerks, but of competent, 
honest, ambitious and sober clerks — ^and if this meets with your no- 
tions we may discuss these questions on the floor.

Think of it, to thus throw away chances for revenue! Father, 
forgive them — they know not what they are doing. 

The answers from all over the state are now before you. Gentle- 
men, do not be bashful, do not stick to your chairs; get up and discuss 
these points. It does not require an orator to do that. You need not 
be a Daniel Webster, a Henry Clay, a Bourke Cockran or a Bryan to 
get up here and file your views. Talk just as you would talk to your 
neighbor across the fence about the crop or the last game of baseball, 
or to your customers or the genial representatives of the jobbers or 
manufacturers. So many of the members come here full of ideas, 
but too bashful or too jealous that some one might appropriate their 
valuable ideas, and the result is that they sit in this hall like mum- 
mies, leaving the discussion to the old warhorses, and after the con- 
vention grumble and grunt at the fact that there is- no use going to 
the convention, because the same old gang monopolizes the time. Get 
that idea out of your head. You have as much right to speak in your 
own way as any of the rest, and if your remarks are long on facts, 
logic and good sense, it makes very little difference if they are short 
on eloquence and rhetoric. 

We ask permission to read a few selections of some answers and 
ask you to make memoranda as we go along, and then, as stated before, 
let discussion go over to a subsequent session, unless you prefer to 
take it up now. But please do not pigeonhole the valuable informa- 
tion contained in these answers. Don't let this work of labor be a 
dead wire — let it be a live wire that strikes like lightning when you 
touch it. 

The following is what Mr. T. C. Loehr, of Carlinville, has to say, 
in addition to answering the questions propounded to him: 

My observations prove that druggists generally do not act intelli- 
gently in handling side lines. One druggist handles a certain line 
because his competitor doeS; regardless of its profitable character, 
instead of specializing. The average dealer will buy his supplies from 
a jobber who is either selling him last year's goods, or at prices which 
the retailer ought to sell the goods for. 

There is no more profitable line than high grade holiday goods, 
which, if bought from importers or manufacturers, yields from one 
to two hundred per cent profit, and sell all the year round for wedding 
and birthday presents and for prizes and parties. 

Get posted on the quality of goods and the prices charged in 
department stores, if their lines conflict with yours, and don't for a 
moment think that everything they sell is on the same basis as the 
"leaders." 
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Nor are all the "special prices" quoted in the windows of such 
stores "below cost." I have in mind an article shown by a State 
street store in Chicago, a window full of them, marked "special sale, 
11.95," which I had bought from an importer's agent at the Palmer 
House at the rate of $6 per dozen just an hour before. In fact, this 
agent had called my attention to the display in the window. As this 
firm imported its own goods, the cost price wks 20 to 25 per cent 
below what I paid. 

Another article which I had bought from another firm for $60 
per dozen, was sold in a department store at $30 each, and the next 
year I noticed that it had been marked down to $18. 

These prices are the rule, and not the exception, on goods having 
no established price in the large department stores in Chicago, and 
no doubt elsewhere. 

In the smaller cities a druggist may establish a good business in 
side lines by keeping in mind his customers' desires, buying goods at 
the right prices and by not being too modest as to profits. Get differ- 
ent lines from those handled by your competitors. This will enable 
all to get better profits. Above all, when a side line does not yield 
the right profit or begins to sell slowly, close it out as soon as possible 
and get something new. 

The average druggist has been told, or has read or heard it bo 
often, that all members of his craft are robbers, that he is actually 
afraid to charge one-half of a reasonable profit, and instead of "stand- 
ing pat" on his price, begins to make concessions as soon as a "kick" 
is made. 

If any suggestion I have made is of any use to you, I will be well 
repaid for the time I have consumed in thus writing to you. 

Mr. H. J. Houghton, of Chicago, in replying for the third congres- 
sional . district, has something to say about the Tabard Inn Library. 
Here it is: Do you know how the Tabard Inn Library does business? 
-It charges $8, $10, $12, $15, $17, $20, or any amount it can get and then 
plays one druggist against the other. 

Mr. L. L. Smith, of McLeansboro, Secretary of the Hamilton 
County Association, reports as follows: 

With the exception of one point, trade conditions are very satis- 
factory in the county and the druggists are in line generally. There 
is some cutting by a general merchandise store that we have to con- 
tend with. As far as our information goes, there is no cocaine used 
in the county. Only one case was reported during the past year and 
tliat was a fellow from Carbondale who created a scene when he was 
refused. Our store used only 10 grains last year in filling the pre- 
scriptions of doctors. 

Mr. Paul G. Schuh, of Cairo, in his report, discusses the telephone 
situation, as follows: 
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Everybody wl.o has a telephone pays for it, and any man, woman 
or child, to the colored porter, can and does use it to his or her heart's 
content, and there is no 'kicking." 

Mr. B. E. Haller, of Forreston, in concluding his report, says: 

I would like to fill all the prescriptions given to patients by the 
doctors, but they do their own work and we get what trade they do not 
care for. 

Mr. Edwin Everett, Secretary of the Henry County Association, re- 
ports his association as teing in bad shape. This is what he says 
concerning it: 

The Henry County Association has about gone up by default and 
lack of attendance. We were unatle to get a quorum at the last two 
meetings. Do you think you could come or send a man here about the 
third Wednesday in May if we would issue a call for a meeting at 
Cambridge at that time, and try to revive our association to its iiormer 
standing? 

Mr. C. J. P.fetzung, Secretary of the Mason County Association, says: 

Our organization is in tad shape. The N. A. R. D. officers led us co 
believe some time ago that their organizer would come here and try 
to do something for us. I suppose they have forgotten about us. I 
believe we ought to reorganize and a stranger can do better work in 
this" line. I can't get anybody to do anything. 

Mr. L. H. Broom, Secretary of the Effingham County Asso3iation, 
among other things, reports as follows: 

The Effingham County Retail Druggists' Association was organ- 
ized September 16, 1901, which was the only meeting ever held by the 
association. As secretary, I have issued several calls and was always 
present at the appointed place and hour, but the members failed to put 
in an appearance except on one occasion, when our president was 
present. I believe that nothing but a cut rate war will bring us to a 
full realization of what we are losing by our apathy. 

Mr. I. L. Quailes, of Chicago, after answering the questions sent 
to him, has the following to say. about prescription shopping: 

I believe the only way to prevent shopping in prescriptions is to 
decline to make a price on them when party requests it, especially the 
people who are in the habit of running around looking for prices. As 
a rule we can "size up" shoppers v>ho go from store to store asking for 
prices. 

We have quite a shopping crowd on our street. I used to give 
them a price and mark the prescription, using the N. A. R. D. price 
mark. I am sorry to say that some of my neighbors went below the 
prices made by me, they being guided by the N. A. R. D. price mark. 
Now when a person asks for a price on a prescription I simply say I 
can't exactly tell until I get through, not knowing how much time it 
will, take, etc., and nine out of ten will say allright, go ahead and put 
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it up. This is my experience, but, of course, I do not want to say that 
the same conditions prevail all over the State. 

Mr. James W. Jones, Secretary of the Shelby County Association, 
has the following to say about his organization: 

Our association needs something to wake its members up. I have 
tried by all methods lo induce our members to attend the meetings, 
but to no avail. We need something to arouse an interest and get the 
members stirred up. I for one am willing to do my utmost. 

Mr. Wm. UUemejer, in speaking for the Rock Island County Asso- 
ciation, says: 

The department stores are making great inroads in our sundry 
business by selling at cut prices. There is a great deal of morphia 
sold to habitues, but we sell only one dram bottles. 

There ought to be a law regulating the sale of 95 per cent carbolic 
acid. I do not sell it any more, except on prescriptions, because of the 
suicide of a party to whom I had sold it. In another instance I suspect- 
ed the party and the suicide failed, as I sold only a 5 per cent solution. 

Mr. P. D. Roark, Secretary of the McDonough County Association, 
deplores the liquor traffic in his county. He says: 

Our association meets quarterly, but it seems to be almost impossi- 
ble to get the members to attend. Nearly all the druggists in the 
county belong, but about one-half of them do not pay any attention 
to the drug business, as they seem to make a specialty of the liquor 
business. I think that is one great fault of local registration. We have 
several here who are registered in "Macomb only." Of course, these 
druggists have some business in the patent medicine line and quite a 
little other articles in the drug line. Local registration is the worst 
thing we have to contend with here. 

Mr. J. H. Baird, Secretary of the Knox County Association, says: 

We have 26 drug stores in the county, with a membership of 21. 
Last year 15 members paid their national dues. We have two aggres- 
sive cutters that do quite a business. The trouble here — lack of in- 
terest — I suppose is the same as most every place. We cannot get the 
members out to the meetings.

The President — I am willing, after listening to this very inter- 
esting report, to leave it to the association that my selection of the 
committee on trade interests was a good one. , 

Discussion of this report will go over until the next session. In 
the meantime, I hope you will familiarize yourselves with the differ- 
ent points brought out and be prepared to discuss them. 
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Mr. T. v. Wooten, Secretary of the National Association of Retail 
Druggists — I trust, Mr. President, that during the meeting you will 
call on those various counties for verbal reports of conditions pre- 
vailing. I want to say in this connection that I shall be very glad 
to meet any of the representatives from the various counties and talk 
the matter over with them. It is more satisfactory to meet and talk 
face to face than it is by correspondence., I was unable to get a room 
at the hotel where a majority of the delegates are stopping, but I have 
a room at the Chick House, where I shall be very glad to see any of 
you gentlemen. 

In the report just read by Mr. Bodemann you have been given a 
very correct idea of the troubles experienced by the officers of the 
county organizations. In many counties it is hard work to keep the 
druggists interested. I mention this here to show the desirability of 
conferring with me, if possible, particularly if an association is not 
doing good work. 

The PKEsroENT — We t>411 now listen to the report of the State 
Board ot Pharmacy by President Schwartz: 

REPORT OF THE STATE BOARD OF PHARMACY. 

June 10, 1904. 
To the President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion : 

In conformity with section 10 of the pharmacy law, I have the 
honor to submit herewith the report of the State Board of Pharmacy. 
The statistical tables appended hereto are for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31," 1903. All other statistics included herein are for the year end- 
ing June 1, 1904. 

During the fis^ial year ending May 31, 1904, the Board held seven 
meetings for the examination of applicants for registration. At these 
meetings there were 284 applicants for registered pharmacist, 256 for 
assistant pharmacist and 67 for time service certificates. Of the 284 
applicants for registered pharmacist examination, 214, or practically- 
80 per cent, were successful and were granted certificates. For the 
examination as assistant pharmacist there were 256 applicants. 
Twenty-six of these failed in preliminary and of those who were per- 
mitted to take the examination, 1G9, or C7 per cent made the required 
grades and received certificates. 

The applications for examination for time service certificates nuai- 
bered 67. Eight of this number were successful in the preliminary 
examination and 45, or 67 per cent, were successful in all examinations^ 

During the same period 402 apprentice certificated were issued, 
making a total number of 3,289 apprentice certificates which have been 
issued by the Board since 1895. 
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A very encouraging feature during the past year is the small 
number who failed to pass the preliminary examination. When the 
Board first inaugurated the preliminary test, which was in February, 
1900, it met with much discouragement, on account of the large number 
of applicants who failed. In some classes 40 per cent failed to make 
the required grade of 75 per cent. As soon as the applicants found 
out that they would be required to pass an examination equal to Eighth 
grade work in the common schools, before being permitted to take 
the examination for registered 9r assistant pharmacist, they applied 
themselves more industriously to the common branches, with the result 
that the number who have failed in the preliminary has steadily de- 
creased at each succeeding meeting, until in the fiscal year just closed, 
out of 507 applicants, less than 10 per cent failed in the preliminary. 

Thus far during the year 1904 the Board has issued 4,801 registered 
pharmacist certificates and 891 assistant pharmacist certificates. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of the Board to insure more prompt 
payment of annual dues, our records show that about 280 registered 
and assistant pharmacists have not yet remitted for the current year. 
A third notice will be sent to all delinquents within a few days, to the 
effect that if remittance is not made within ten days from date of the 
notification, the committee on complaints and prosecutions will insti- 
tute suit for payment. 

With the large and annually increasing number of registered and 
assistant pharmacists in the State, the demand for competent drug 
clerks increases in the same proportion. At this season of the year 
the demand for "relief" clerks is particularly active. The Board is In 
receipt of numerous requests for information as to where available 
clerks can be secured, but as a rule it is unable to offer any assistance 
in this regard. If those who are seeking positions as clerks could be 
educated to notify the Board, it could be of material asistance to them 
in finding employment. 

An examination of the financial statement appended hereto will 
show that the receipts for the calendar year of 1903 amounted to 
^16,663.73. The receipts for 1903 exceeded those of 1902 by $1,410.83, 
making it the banner year for the Board. Of the $16,663.73 received 
in 1903, $2,711.56 was from fines. This is substantially $1,000 more 
than was collected in the way of fines in 1902. The cash on hand at 
the beginning of the calendar year was $2,411.80. This is $1,000.00 
less than a year previous. This difference is' accounted for by the 
fact that during the year the Board expended in the neighborhood of 
$1,500.00 in equipping its new rooms in Chicago. Prior to securing 
new quarters in Chicago the rooms occupied by the Board were wholly 
inadequate. They were small and poorly equipped and it was impossi- 
ble to conduct, with any degree of satisfaction, the examinations of the 
Jarge classes which always appear before the Board at its Chicago 
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meetings. The rooms now occupied by the Board and their equipment 
are modern and up-to-date. The room used for written work is largfs, 
with plenty of light and good ventilation. The desks are substantial 
and so arranged as to prevent crowding. The dispensing room is well 
equipped with everything necessary to fill the prescriptions which ap- 
plicants are required to compound and the desks for the identification 
of samples are convenient and commodious. The Board feels that the 
money used for these purposes was well expended. 

The other items of expenditures during the year are substantially 
the same as have been shown in previous reports. Every effort is 
made by the Board to keep its expenses at the lowest notch consistent 
with good service. Not one dollar of the druggists' money is unneces- 
sarily expended. 

I will not here attempt to go into the details of the receipts and 
disbursements of the Board, as I fear that such an analysis would 
prove tiresome. I attach hereto an itemized statement of all receipts 
and expenditures. This statement will appear in the printed report 
of the proceedings of this meeting. We invite a most careful scrutiny 
of it.

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Me. Gale — Before we adjourn, I should like to offer the following 
resolution and move its adoption: 

RESOLUTION. 

Whereas, The pharmacists of the United States are overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of just and humane laws, and are convinced that the 
Mann Bill now before Congress, amending the statutes relating Lo 
patents upon medicinal articles, is in the interest of the sick and suf- 
fering; and 

Whereas, The passage of this bill will prevent the granting of 
patents by the United States Government to citizens of any foreign 
country which does not grant corresponding patents to Americans and 
prevent the patenting by anybody of medicinal substances, patents 
being confined to processes rather than the article manufactured; and 

Whereas, We are confident this change in the patent laws would 
not work injury to any American manufacturer who is entitled to pro- 
tection, but on the contrary would prove an incentive to still greater 
achievements in the science of chemistry, rewarding research and dis- 
covery which the present laws discourage; therefore by the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association be it 

Resolved, That all members of the association are cordially urged 
to write their respective representatives in Congress, asking them to 
vote for and actively support the Mann Bill, known as H. R. 13679. 

Resolved, That the executive officers of the association are in- 
structed to use their best efforts to secure the passage of the bill men- 
tioned, co-operating with other pharmaceutical bodies to this end. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted, and on motion of 
Mr. Bodemann a vote of thanks was extended to Congressman 
Mann for his activity in promoting the passage of the bill referred 
to.

THE NEGLIGENT RETAILER THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION'S 

WORST ENEMY. 

BY T. V. WOOTEX, SECRETARY N. A. R. D. 

"In idlo wishes fools supinely stay, 
Be there a will, then Wisdom finds the way." 

Be it said to the credit of mortals that most of the meaner qual- 
ities of human nature are kept carefully hidden and see the light of 
day but seldom. Some others of these qualities which, when carefully 
considered, are found to be equally discreditable, are allowed to show 
themselves on very slight provocation and, strange to say, most of 
us are not ashamed of the exhibition. The particular quality of this 
sort which I have in mind is the disposition to throw the blame 
for whatever misfortunes befall us upon somebody besides ourselves. 
Metaphorically speaking we rise up early, gird our loins and seek 
diligently in the by-ways for a scape-goat upon which to saddle the 
blame for whatever has happened to us that we do not like. When 
we have found one we exhibit it to the world, however poorly the 
burden may fit the defenseless animal, with an air of satisfaction we 
could not feel if we were rigidly honest with ourselves. We are to 
blame, ^nd no one else, for most of our misfortunes, and we know it. 

I shall offer no apology for speaking plainly on this occasion. 
In talking to proprietors and jobbers, a task which falls to my lot as 
the spokesman of the national executive committee, I must be guarded 
in my utterances, always, for fear of being misunderstood; in talking 
to you, fellow retailers of my own State, I can afford to say just what 
I feel because many of you have known me as a consistent fellow- 
worker for more than fifteen years, and I am proud to feel that, 
whatever may be my shortcomings you honor me by believing that 
my whole heart is in this work which you and our fellow retailers 
throughout the country have given me to do. 

It was six years ago this summer that the N. A. R. D. movement 
originated among the druggists of our own commonwealth. It is 
wholly fitting that we put our heads together now and consider, in a 
dispassionate way, the reasons why the N. A. R. D., useful though it 
has been, has not achieved a greater degree of success. We have* 
been accustomed to accuse the manufacturers of proprietaries and ot 
pharmaceuticals, as well as the makers of surgical supplies and the 
ivholesale trade, with being responsible for the unsatisfactoriness of 
our business. Candor compels us to admit that in the main we our- 
selves are blameable for not correcting the abuses that afflict us and 
for not establishing conditions wherein the capable druggist would 
be adequately remunerated for the service which he renders to the 
public. During the past six years we have done much that needed to 
be done, but a vast deal more could have been accomplished if we had 
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made the most of our opportunities. As a means of providing against 
mistakes in the future and of making the most of the present (aside 
from this, retrospection has no value) let us consider briefly where- 
in we have failed to turn our opportunities to the best account. 

As an evidence of what we might have accomplished if we had 
gone about this work with a determination to leave no stone un- 
turned to secure our wholly reasonable objects and had stuck reso- 
lutely to the task, lot me cite a single instance wherein aroused 
retail drug sentiment strikingly manifested its power. Six years ago 
the idea prevailed quite generally among proprietary manufacturers 
that they could charge for their preparations about any price they 
pleased — that the retailers would stand it because they couldn't help 
themselves. Preparatory to a still more substantial advance, pro- 
prietaries which theretofore had sold at |8 were placed by a number 
of proprietors at |8.75 per dozen. One proprietor, bolder than the 
rest, put his price at |9.50 per dozen and when expostulated with re- 
plied in actions, if not in words, "The retailer be damned; our ad- 
vertising creates the demand for our goods and the retailer has to 
keep them whether he wants to or not." 

What happened? The organization convention of the N. A. R. D. 
was held in October, 1898. As a direct result of the sentiment then 
created the proprietors who advanced their prices have, one after 
another, lowered them either to former figures or to |2, |4 and |8, till 
only a handful remains of those whose prices are above these figures. 
What is more, the sentiment against prices above |2, |4 and |8 is so 
strong that no proprietor putting a new preparation on the market 
since that time has dared to ask more, because he knew that with 
this handicap his preparation would never gain a foothold. Could 
any better illustration be given of the immense power of properly 
directed retail drug sentiment? Sometimes we are told by druggists 
whose brain-lobes are so unaccustomed to exertion that the enter- 
taining of one good, big thought, would be likely to produce serious 
cerebral disturbance, that the N. A. R. D. has never done anything. 
Think of the millions of dollars that have been and will be saved to 
the retail druggists of this country by this single service! 

Wherein, then, haye we failed to use our opportunities? First of 
all, we have failed, through lack of good business judgment, to build 
up and maintain our local organizations whereby local abuses might 
have been corrected and better prices secured. In scores of com- 
munities the N. A. R. D.'s red price schedule on counter goods is 
making the druggists good money by securing uniformity in prices 
on articles which only druggists- handle, which are always sold iu 
small quantities and to give away the profits on which is an act of 
Insanity. Ask any group of druggists "What do you get for tincture of 
iodine, bottle taken into consideration?" and you will get as many 
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answers as there are druggists. Each druggist in a community is 
afraid his neighbors are more liberal than he is, in such matters, and 
he, because he does not know what his neighbors are charging, is 
giving away his profits to an unappreciative public without any ad- 
vantage to himself whatsoever. 

Take another illustration. A woman goes from store to stere- 
with a prescription asking "What will you charge to fill this?" As a 
general thing there is no uniformity in price and all sorts of figures 
are named, depending on the conscientiousness (or lack of it) of the in- 
dividual druggist. It becomes a question of how small can the price 
be made, not, how can the ideas of the physician best be carried out. 
The lowest-price man prepares the prescription. Are the best interests 
of the patient served? Frequently, no. Druggists are, as a class, 
neither better nor worse than other men, but human beings at best 
are but an unstable lot. If these druggists understood one another 
and were working for each other's and the public's best interests, the 
first druggist would have placed upon the prescription (by means of 
the generally understood cost mark) the price at which the prescrip- 
tion could be filled in the most approved wajr, of the very best 
materials, so as to carry out the doctor's intentions. Then, every 
druggist would have named the same price and the filling of that 
prescription would have been taken out of the realm of commercial 
transactions where it certainly did not belong. 

Then take the matter of salesmen's cards. A new proprietary is 
presented by a glib-tongued salesman. The price of the preparation 
may or may not be protected, the stocking of it may or may not be 
a good thing. Every druggist gives the salesman an order and yet 
before he leaves the town he sells the local department store, knowing 
fuU well that price cutting on the article will immediately begin. 
All this loss and chagrin might have been saved if one man delegated 
by the local association had thoroughly investigated the salesman's 
house, secured proper assurances from him and issued to him a sales- 
men's card, without which card the salesman could not have sold any 
goods. There is no excuse for druggists being helpless in such mat- 
ters; they can protect themselves and each other if they only will. 
Suppose the fact should come to light, as sometimes happens, that a 
certain manufacturer or jobber has been convicted of pursuing a 
course detrimental to the interests of the legitimate retail drug busi- 
ness. The local association discusses the matter and its members 
make up their minds, each for himself, what it is best for him to do in 
furtherance of his own welfare. As a result, the manufacturer or 
jobber is usually prompt to change his methods. 

Examples might be multiplied to show how most of us haye 
failed to receive many benefits we might have had through attena- 
ing our local association meetings, learning to know our neighbors

20. Is carbolic acid sold indiscriminately and does an odium 
attach to the druggist in consequence of suicide via that route? 17 
no, 18 yes, 4 yes and no, 2 blanks. 

21. Do your local druggists know that under a law recently 
passed they are exempt from jury service? 27 yes, d no, 4 don't know, 
1 blank. 

22. Do you get full prices in your district, or do you have cutting. 
26 full prices, 15 cutting. 

23. If the latter, how severe is it? 3 badly, 7 little, 2 department 
store, 29 blanks. 

24. Have you adopted the N. A. R. D. price mark "Pharmocist" 
for prescriptions, to prevent shopping? 19 yes, 22 no.

Have you satisfactory arrangements for making the public 
pay for the use of the telephone? 29 no, 8 yes, 4 blanks. 

Think of it, to thus throw away chances for revenue! Father, 
forgive them — ^they know not what they are doing. 

The answers from all over the state are now before you. Gentle- 
men, do not be bashful, do not stick to your chairs; get up and discuss 
these points. It does not require an orator to do that. You need not 
be a Daniel Webster, a Henry Clay, a Bourke Cockran or a Bryan to 
get up here and file your views. Talk just as you would talk to your 
neighbor across the fence about the crop or the last game of baseball, 
or to your customers or the genial representatives of th'e jobbers or 
manufacturers. So many of the members come here full of ideas, 
but too bashful or too jealous that some one might appropriate their 
valuable ideas, and the result is that they sit in this hall like mum- 
mies, leaving the discussion to the old warhorses, and after the con- 
vention grumble and grunt at the fact that there is- no use going to 
the convention, because the same old gang monopolizes the time. Get 
that idea out of your head. You have as much right to speak in your 
own way as any of the rest, and if your remarks are long on facts, 
logic and good sense, it makes very little difference if they are short 
on eloquence and rhetoric. 

We a-sk permission to read a few selections of some answers and 
ask you to make memoranda as we go along, and then, as stated before, 
let discussion go over to a subsequent session, unless you prefer to 
take it up now. But please do not pigeonhole the valuable informa- 
tion contained in these answers. Don't let this work of labor be a 
dead wire — let it be a live wire that strikes like lightning when you 
touch it. 

The following is what Mr. T. C. Loehr, of Carlinville, has to say, 
in addition to answering the questions propounded to him: 

My observations prove that druggists generally do not act intelli- 
gently in handling side lines. One druggist handles a certain line 
because his competitor does/ regardless of its profitable character. 
Instead of specializing. The average dealer will buy his supplies from 
a jobber who is either selling him last year's goods, or at prices which 
the retailer ought to sell the goods for. 

There is no more profitable line than high grade holiday goods, 
which, if bought from importers or manufacturers, yields from one 
to two hundred per cent profit, and sell all the year round for wedding 
and birthday presents and for prizes and parties. 

Get posted on the quality of goods and the prices charged in 
department stores, if their lines conflict with yours, and don't for a 
moment think that everything they sell is on the same basis as the 
"leaders." 
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tlon, none of whom receive compensation, to call in person upon their 
fellow members from time to time and, by means of good fellowship 
and an expression of that interest in each other's welfare which drug- 
gists almost universally feel, but which unfortunately they all too 
seldom express, make of the druggists called upon faithful adherents 
of the local organization; but if the officers divide up this work among 
themselves, each keeping in touch with a certain part of the member- 
ship, the time necessary will not be great and the results of this work 
to the officers themselves will be highly beneficial, as the officers of not 
a few successful associations have told us. 

An organization thus nurtured grows rapidly and is soon fully 
able to take care of Itself except where the strain upon it is unusual 
or more than ordinarily severe. Such an association does not have 
to depend entirely upon the National Secretary's office, hundreds of 
miles away, for help which, if it can be rendered at all, will be far 
less satisfactory than that which might be done by a local association 
for itself, because of the absence of the personal element and because, 
however carefully the situation may be explained by letter, there is 
almost certain to be something about it which those at national head- 
quarters will not understand. 

Not infrequently the National Secretary is asked to send an or- 
ganizer to straighten out tangles that started with a misunderstanding 
which occurred between neighbors, a trivial affair that just a word 
would have cleared up, but which, neglected and allowed to go from 
bad to worse, finally envelops the whole community until every drug- 
gist is giving away his profits to the public, becoming a slave to his 
unprofitable business without any advantage to himself, neither enjoy- 
ing life nor laying up anything for old age. 

The cost of sending an organizer a long distance to relieve a price 
cutting district is frequently considerable. With annual dues only 
|2 a year, it will be readily seen that the national executive officers 
can comply with only a few such requests which they receive; but 
whenever there is a disposition on the part of the afflicted local associa- 
tion to pay the organizer's expenses, or part of them, an organizer is 
always sent immediately regardless of the interference (often quite 
serious) with our work of forming new associations. The thing I 
want to impress upon you, however, is that the mistake many of us 
have made is that we have weakened our local associations by relying 
upon the national office to do for us what we might have done and 
ought to have done for ourselves. The national officers are trying 
hard to keep the machinery of the N. A. R. D. in perfect running order 
so that when needed it can always be depended on for effective work, 
but to insure thorough effectiveness it ought not to be called upon to 
do work that is unnecessary. It ought never to be called upon for 
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work, the doing of which would have strengthened a local association, 
and the shirking of which work has weakened a local hody. 

Another way in which we have failed to make, use of our op; 
portunities is that we have not demanded of the proprietors who are 
putting new preparations on the market that they shall serially num- 
ber their goods, shall keep track of these numbers so as to trace the 
goods from the laboratory to the consumer and protect the selling 
price through securing contracts from every wholesale and every re- 
tail handler of them, thereby insuring to the retailer that the goods 
will continue to be sold by us at profitable figures. The success of the 
contract and serial numbering plan in the hands of one proprietary 
manufacturer shows that that plan will effectually prevent the ex- 
ploiting of proprietaries by cutters for advertising purposes. The 
manufacturers whose goods are already on the market say the adop- 
tion of this plan by them will revolutionize their business, necessi- 
tating great expense and infinite trouble; the new proprietor whose 
goods are not yet established can make no such claim. The failure 
of any proprietor who is just beginning to market a preparation to 
protect that preparation by means of the contract and serial num- 
bering plan should be regarded by us as proof positive that the pro- 
prietor does not care whether the price of his goods is cut or not. 
In these circumstances our duty to ourselevs and to each other is 
very, very plain. 

It would be unwise for me to extend further this enumeration of 
the ways in which retail druggists have failed to give the national 
association a large enough measure of their individual support, thereby 
preventing it from reaching the high plane of usefulness which it 
ought to have attained. The whole matter seems to be summed up 
in the statement, "The proper estimate has not been placed by drug- 
gists upon the N. A. R. D. and its work, for this reason they have 
failed in their duty toward it." A careful observer said to me recently 
that it looked to him' as though the proprietors and jobbers of the 
country had become more interested in the activities of the N. A. R. D. 
than the retailers on whose behalf its arduous labor is being per- 
formed. What a monstrous charge! Fellow druggists of Illinois let 
me urge upon you to. show, not by words only, but by deeds as well, 
tbat so far as our own commonwealth is concerned this statement is 
false. The druggists of Illinois were the first to apprehend the need 
of a national association that should devote its energies wholly to 
the betterment of our commercial condition. Let us continue to lead 
the now well equipped army that is marching under the banner that 
has waved proudly over many a victorious battle field — that will never 
go down in defeat — the banner of the N. A. R. D.! 

On motion of Mr. Bartells the paper was received and ordered 
printed in the proceedings of the association. 
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The President — A very interesting feature of our association 
meeting is the awarding of the prize to the best essay writer.

PRIZE ESSAY. 

PRACTICAL ADVERTISING HINTS FOR THE RETAIL 

DRUGGIST. 



BY JOHN J. SOREN SEN, CHICAGO. 

To my mind the subject of the prize essay this year is a hard nut 
to crack. Thousands of men have spent thousands of dollars trying to 
solve this problem and yet have failed. Every one in this audience has 
at some time or other, advertised and knows how difficult it is to ar- 
rive at something that is an advertisement and pays. I will now give 
you my views on- advertising a drug store and how we advertise where 
I am employed. But before I go on I must first remind you that before 
you commence to advertise, consider if you are in a locality where ad- 
vertising pays and if people of your locality will be attracted by ad- 
vertisements and what kind. After you have ascertained what kind of 
advertising will benefit you the most, go ahead as if you meant it, and 
I am sure you will win out. 

Following is how we advertise: 

We try to keep the store neat and clean. Arrange the con- 
tents of the show-cases so they will present an attractive appearance 
to the public. Have your goods marked with price tags or stickers so 
prospective customers can see what prices you get. I find by having 
goods marked that it draws people's attention to them much more 
than if not marked at all. Have prices in figures that can be noticed 
without handling goods. 

Wrapping of packages is very important; use a good quality of 
paper. Have a color scheme in advertising; have your labels, wrapping 
paper and twine all the same color; use it continually and you wilt 
be surprised to find that people notice it and will inquire "why do you 
always use the same color of labels, twine and wrapping paper?" You 
have attracted their attention, therefore I say this is an advertisement. 

Just a word about prescription compounding. You cannot be too 
careful about the way you put up your prescriptions. . We all know 
that sick people are very particular and notice many things which 
would pass unnoticed by a well person; so have your mixtures, emul- 
sions, pills or whatever prescription you are putting up, just right in 
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every respect. Where refills come in, give a new clean bottle, new 
laoel and cork; it pays I can assure you. Now all this that I have 
just read you is old and does not appear to come under the subject of 
the essay; still I am sure a great many stores would be greatly bene- 
fited if they would follow my advice. Now for what we call practical 
advertising, I will simply tell you how we do in the store where I am 
employed. 

We issue each month a four page pamphlet called Brunn's Drug 
News. We have two thousand copies distributed in our immediate 
neighborhood. That is, have them distributed properly, not thrown 
in front halls or yards, but handed directly to the people in their houses. 
On the front page we Have something interesting that people will 
read. In April and May, we had an article on reading character and 
disposition by astrology, and it made a hit. We have had a large num- 
ber of people in the neighborhood who had received copies come in 
and ask for extra copies. On the second page, we had an editorial as 
follows^ 

"There are druggists who do not advertise. They (and their 
friends) often delight to say it is because they do not have to. The 
implication is that they are so far superior that the public can't help 
finding them out. This is fallacy — a bad one — for are not the biggest 
and best stores in every line the biggest advertisers? Are not the 
best stores generally those which do the most business, and by persist- 
ent up-to-date methods, are constantly striving to do more? And is 
not high-grade, instructive advertising just as important to you as it 
is to them, enabling you to know what they claim, what they offer, 
and thus giving you opportunities to judge where best to place your 
patronage? 

"We believe in advertising — in speaking out. It is easy for the 
public to "get a line" on a man or a store, that is talking, working, 
pushing; but, the only way to find out about a dead man is to call the 
coroner. 

"Now we do not wish to be considered as drawing invidious com- 
parisons; we merely emphasize the above for the benefit of a few good 
I>eople who seem to consider it against the ethics of our profession to 
advertise at all. We repeat that we believe we have a store that will 
pay you to patronize regularly. Our methods, our ideas, are modern. 
Our stock is always fresh, and our knowledge and experience are such 
as already commands the respect of the many physicians and neighbors 
"wlio formed the habit of coming to us. No matter what your require- 
ment may be, we are here to cheerfully and conscientiously advise you 
at all times, and we are advertising because we are anxious that you 
sbould know the fact." 

On the same page we had a little talk on spring medicines, 
brought about by a lady coming in and inquiring if we really believed 



it wae a good idea to take a blood purlBer or tonic. Following is our 
inawer to this lady and what we had to say about spring medicine in 
>ur Drug News. 

"Of course It is! In this climate the physical conditions differ so 
Between winter's cold and summer's heat that to many (indeed most) 
people some such connective is not only advisable, but necessary. If 
uny ocular evidence is necessary, notice just now the skin eruptions 
jn many (aces; the inert lazy feeling that dominates the children and 
?rown folks everywhere — all the result of more or less Impurities in 
the btood and a generally logiah condition of the digestive organs. A 
spring house-cleaning is in order. And we have no hesitation in 
recommending a trial of a bottle or two of .our well known prepara- 
tion to save those who are engaged in the most active and exhausting 
vocations. 

"Every spring there seems to be a crop of kidney and liver troubles, 
run down physiques and all manner of 'skin troubles, most of which 
3an be avoided by a few doses of the valuable remedy." 

On the third page was a short article on dyspepsia and why our 
flyspepsia cure is the only one on the market that will do what ia 
claimed for it, and on this same page a column has devoted to jokes — 
Qot some old chestnuts but something good and new. On the fourth 
iind last page, were local items of interest, some of which follow: 

"Once upon a time there were tv,'o shoe stores right opposite each 
other on Grand avenue. One' day the proprietor of one hung out a 
5ign which read — 

Selling che^p — Going to move. 
The next day the other one hung out this sign: 
Selling cheap— But we are not going to move. Grand avenue is good 

enough for us 
ind he expressed the sentiment of a large number of business houses 
on the street," 

"Last month we contracted for a large electric sign which can be 
seen tor blocks. Come over and look at it." 

"Old Jim Davy has retired from business and his place is being 
remodeled and new front put in. Don't forget to go to Orand avenue 
to make your purchases. You can get as good goods there just as 
cheap as anywhere else; and above all, when you have a prescription 
to be filled, or need anything in the drug line, or want to telephone for 
a. doctor, remember that Brunn'a Old Reliable Drug Store is right on 
the corner of Grand and Center avenues." 

And then we go on and tell the public why they should bring their 
prescriptions to our store in an article similar to this. 
A Graduate in Pharmacy 

"At our store no one but a graduate in pharmacy ever puta up a 
prescription. 
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**This title means a ^reat deal. It means among other things, that 
Its possessor has been educated to a standard of accuracy which, in 
ordinary business, is not expected or insisted upon. A "Graduate in 
Grocery," (to make the contrast clear), might give you ground cloves 
Instead of cinnamon and you would merely "have the laugh on him." 
A "Graduate in Law" may lose your case without losing his reputation 
or his fee, but a graduate in pharmacy has been taught to never make 
an error! He must be absolutely correct in selecting, measuring, man- 
ipulating» labeling, a thousand times and then he must go right on in 
the same way for the next thousand. Is it possible, you ask? Centainly! 
Accuracy has been the keynote of his education and once surrounded 
with system and safeguards such as are provided in our prescription 
department, he can be certain of giving you perfect service every time. 
Remember, with us only a graduate handles your prescriptions." 

All this you have just listened to perhaps does not seem to you 
to be very good advertising, but we have tried it for about a year and 
find that it does pay us and therefore we stick to it and try each 
month to make our Drug News more interesting. 

Window displays we consider very important. It is rather a difla- 
cult thing for the average druggist to make a nice window display, for 
generally he does not want to spend any money for that purpose. If 
you want to get results from your window displays you will have 
to spend a little money for colored cheese cloth, some pine boards, 
nails and signs, giving prices in neat figures. We always save all the 
wooden boxes with covers as they come in very handy in building up 
pyramids and back grounds. 

Of course, I can not tell you what goods to display in your windows 
but will remind you that you should pay attention to the seasons and 
display seasonable goods. 

Now-a-days most every druggist has a line of his own preparations, 
either put up by himself or by some manufacturer who, every time he 
sells Mr. Druggist an order takes just that much profit away from him 
as it cost him, the manufacturer, for help, rent, and his own profits, 
which otherwise would be Mr. Druggist's if he put up his own pre- 
parations. Furthermore, he would get a better article for less money. 
One that he can recommend as being the best on the market. 

I do not believe I can write of much more that will be of value to 
my fellow druggists except it might be newspaper advertising. But 
with the majority of druggists, I do not believe it would pay. We do 
some newspaper advertising but in a Scandinavian paper, which has 
a wide circulation among Scandinavians. We advertise cod liver oil 
and emulsions. Being importers of the oil and making people ac- 
quainted with this fact, we have gained a wide reputation for our cod 
X liver oil and emulsion of same. We also advertise in an Iowa paper. 
One month we advertise Iron Pill as a tonic; next month "Kongero- 
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gelee" wbicb no one but a ScandliiBvlan uses. It le a mixture n( 
Dowers, guma, resins, and odorlFerous woods like- aantal ajid juniper, 
used for making a pleasant odor in rooms by placing; on B «mrm stove, 
Bacb month we change our "ad" and while we can take care of all 
tbe business wo get through these "ads," It has not been money wasted 
tbat we have spent for newspaper advertising. 

Of course, every druggist could not use tbe same scheme of adver- 
tising tbat we use, but I believe, if he would study over this essay 
and then study his business and customers, he could follow some 
scheme very similar. But whatever system of advertising you have 
adopted, do not expect too large returns at once. Stick to it and after 
a wbile you will find that your advertising Is accomplishing wbat you 
desire and that it is putting dollars and cents Into your pocket.

PRACTICAL ADVERTISING MINTS FOR THE RETAIL 
DRUOOIST. 



In advertising, as In llsbing, success depends upon being in the 
right place, at the right time, with right tackle, right batt, and your 
hook kept well baited with simple, short aentences. 

In advertising assume that friendly confidential manner, which 
always wins success. Times change and methods change; therefore 
the successful druggist must be able to adapt himself to tbe changing 
conditions of advertising. At this day and date, he who does not 
talk to the people about his business in some form or manner, must 
and will fail. 

To properly and profitably advertise a drug store, to most retail 
dru^lsts is a perplexing question; it is like writing this essay; the 
field is large, and the trouble lies in putting It to a practical use. 
Many good and useful things are thought of and suggest themselres. 
but theory will not accomplish anything without being put to practical 
use. Many dollars have been wasted on Improperly displayed and 
carelessly written "ads," spasmodic advertising, and by trying to cover 
too large a territory. To save lime and money, prune your informa- 
tion down, avoid repetition, put into print what you have to say in a 
clear, concise, and simple style. 

My subject suggests practical advertising bints. I suppose the 
committee tbat assigned this subject had in mind the different modes 
and manner of putting into practice new and practical hints for adver- 
tising a retail drug store. 
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So far as giving the members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation any new original ideas, I shall leave this to your judgment. 

Our prescription department affords us the largest profit; give it 
your undivided attention, for remember it costs you but one dollar 
and fifty cents a year to maintain this privilege and that certificate is 
a daily "ad" for us. 

Call upon your half brother, the physician, cultivate his good will, 
gain his confidence by little favors, let him know of your ability to 
compound and dispense medicines; show him that you are cainlile of 
manufacturing preparations that are found in the National Formulary; 
give him samples of your own make; besides, make a list of all the 
stock prescription drugs and have it printed; give one to every doctor 
and ask him to put it up in his office for reference in writing prescrip- 
tions; and when you get anything new, see that the physician gets the 
Information by printed matter if possible. 

As to advertising to the public and soliciting the compounding 
of their prescriptions, I would suggest out door water-proof signs, call- 
ing first, attention to the quality of drugs, and the care maintained in 
filling them. 

Get out a small booklet with family recipes and also include 
some of a veterinary nature. Let all these recipes for the most 
-common ailments. Name this booklet — "The Family Friend;" put one 
in every household; in. connection with this, get out a small circular 
calling attention to the filling of prescriptions and family recipes and 
place one in every package that leaves your store. 

If you have a rural route in your vicinity, by all means get a list 
of the names of those living along the route, and make use of it. 
Don't fail to have your name, business and location on every "ad" sent 
out. See that all manufacturers of the staple selling patents have 
your mailing list. 

Every druggist can manufacture and put up a few of his own prep- 

» 

arations, and it behooves him to push and put them to the front in 
his locality, by samples if possible. Printed postal cards should be 
sent out, calling attention to the article, its use and price, and further 
that on presenting the card to Mr. So and So's place of business it 
will be exchanged for a trial package. I find this plan very remunera- 
tive in advertising flavoring extracts for family use. 

Post your surrounding country with colored water proof signs, 
calling attention to your own preparations in sentences that are short 
and catchy. Out door advertising is much more profitable than any 
form I know of. It can be made doubly so, when connected with 
newspaper and mail advertising; one is a reminder of the other; each 
is a link in a chain of publicity. 

There has been so much said and read about newspaper advertis- 
ing, that a new practical hint has not materialized to me; but I might 
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mention the thought of the practice of economy; many of us waste 
time and money by paying for space, to advertise some manufacturer's 
patent medicine, or by simply saying "Pure Drugs," "Preacartptioas 
Accurately Compounded," "A full line of Patent Medicines in Stock," 
also by letting the same old "ad" run from three to six months without 
change. 

Gentlemen, advertise your own preparations; push the medicines 
that you know the formula of; also let them know of your side lines. 
Change and rearrange your "ad" at least once a week, and quote prices 
on everything except on patent medicines. Don't advertise these at 
cut rate prices. Better join the N. A. R. D. and help to advertise and 
maintain an organization that is your brother and friend. 

Blotters make a useful "ad," and are very much appreciated by the 
public; while the blotter absorbs ink, let the public know that you 
wish to absorb their business. See that all the public places and offices 
are supplied and don't forget the school teachers and the scholars. 

Another school room "ad" that is cheap as well as useful, especially 
if you handle school books, supplies and stationery, are rules with 
some hints printed on them concerning your business. Put your name, 
business and address on every book, tablet and box of stationery that 
you have in stock; have the manufacturer to get you out a first class 
ink tablet that will retail for five cents, with your name in box car 
letters on the front cover. Such advertising wijl ring the cash register 
often. All the year "ads" are beneficial in the form of a calendar, and 
are something the people ask for. A gentle hint as to the best kind 
might be stated here. A. calendar less than Gx9 inches would be too 
small for the average organ of sight. Large plain type should be used 
and each and every sheet should be separate and arranged so that at 
the end of the month it can be folded back, and the calendar made of 
some value as a reference. Apprise the people of something different 
each month; remind them of something you have to suit the season, 
as a calendar of this kind will be used in public offices. A much pret- 
tier and attractive calen,dar might be gotten out by using a large card 
board. These are sought after more for the picture, than the calendar 
part. By an investment of forty dollars in a small printing press, and 
three or four fonts of type the druggist will be. able to get out calen- 
dars very cheap; besides, he will make known to the public many 
things he has to sell, save many dollars and learn much. 

Make good use of your show windows, first by keeping them clean; 
show but one line of goods at a time and change the display often. 
Something moving, some mechanical movement if possible, will make 
the passer by stop and look. You can make your exhibit very attrac- 
tive by combining colors; place in your window printed strips or cards 
of catchy sayings and quote prices; let them hear of your window by 
locals in the newspaper. Many sales are made by this silent salesman.

the show window. Study the art. Make it attractive. Make it the 
most important topic for conversation. This "ad" is a practical hint, 
economical, and speaks volumes for the retail druggist who will prac- 
tice it, and stay with it to the end. 

Acquire the habit of pleasing the ladies, and then you have a talk- 
ing advertisement. Get them interested in some special perfumery, 
toilet preparation, or any of your side lines; make them and everybody 
else think you are interested in supplying their wants; a little pleas- 
ing compliment on their good judgment in purchasing articles does 
good. Always make it a point to please and satisfy the ladies. By 
doing this they will advertise you among their friends. This is an 
"ad" that is worth cultivating. It costs you nothing, and a great 
amount of trade is gained by it. 

Another hint that is cheap and profitable is the treatment of the 
children who frequent your store. Recognize them and call them by 
name; salute with kindness, the young as well as the old: make the 
children a present of something in the advertising line, fur c;i:&niple, 
rules, fans, or picture cards. By doing this they will remember you 
and find your place of business when they are sent to buy anything in 
your line. 

The interior of your store can be made an advertisement that will 
make an impression on everyone that enters the door. To do this, 
above all things, have everything neat and clean; have side lines well 
displayed, don't be afraid to show goods, be prompt to wait on cus- 
tomers and when a sale is made, cultivate the habit of saying, "thank 
you*' in a distinct and pleasing manner; watch your want list, and 
don't have to say, "I am just out;" keep your stock complete, and you 
will find your store well spoken of by your customers. 

Treat your customers all alike and make them feel thoroughly at 
home in your store; be frank, be courteous, be charitable, teach every- 
one to look upon your store as headquarters; then your little kindness, 
your invariable cheery v/elcome will be expressed in no measured 
terms outside your presence, and the result will be more customers by 
this practical way of advertising. 

Every retail druggist should make an advertisement of himself 
by being honest. Get a reputation for fair dealing, be temperate in 
all things; be accommodating, stick close to your business, steer clear 
of the political wave, take no sides in local issues, vote your sentiments 
and attend to business. 

These, gentlemen, are some hints for your consideration, that can 
be put to practical use, gained by the experience of a country retail 
druggist. A great many hints are left untold that would be interest- 
ing to the city druggist, but such has not been the writers fortune or 
misfortune to be. 
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The President — ^Mr. Kellett, of Chicago, also has a paper which he 
desires to enter in the competition for the prize.

PRACTICAL ADVERTISING HINTS FOR THE RETAIL 

DRUGGISTS. 



BY F. H. KELLETT, CHICAGO. 

The retail druggist who intends to make a success of the retail 
drug business these days, must have just as elaborate a plan laid out 
for the good of his business, as the great manufacturer or the proprie- 
tor of one of our large and exceedingly active department stores. 
These plans must be carried out just as religiously as does the manu- 
facturer or the department store manager carry out every little detail 
of his plans. 

In the first place, I hope it is not necessary to say that "Cleanliness 
is next to Godliness," and though the transient or regular customer 
may not show any outward sign of being pleased to have the oppor- 
tunity of trading at the store that has clean bright windows, floors, 
show cases, counters and fixtures, the prescription, patent medicine, 
or any article is taken with a greater degree of confidence by most 
customers than it would be if purchased in a store that was not clean 
in looks from the proprietor down to the apprentice. 

So too with the soda water, or anything that is sold to be taken 
into one's system. No matter how fine the article, there is a feeling 
of revulsion enters our minds, when we think it may be unclean, and 
if we can find a good wholesome, clean place, we will go out of our 
way to make our purchases there. 

So then, be it in the large or the small cities, or in the small 
towns in the country, a good way to advertise your business is to not 
only show a clean front, but such cleanliness and wholesomeness all 
through your store, that people will be pleased to come to you for re- 
freshment or when misfortune overtakes their loved ones. 

If you have the good qualities that go to make up a successful 
business man, the next step looking forward to the launching of your 
plan is to let the people know you have this inviting place for them 
to come to trade, and you can show them in the manner you do this, 
that you have the business qualities necessary, and you can also show 
them by the mediums you use to this end, that you are a good or bad 
manager, as you please. 

What I mean to impress upon you is, you can invite the people 
to your store through the use of clean mediums. The mediums you 
use and the manner in which you express yourself will give the people 
an opportunity of judging your own makeup.

So then, the first and best start that can be made in the way o£ 
advertising your business, is to keep your store and everything in it 
bright and clean. You should have a good plain bright sign over your 
door and windows, announcing your name and business, and this in 
connection with a good live window display will attract the transient 
and the new neighbor's eye, and before you are aware of it, you have 
added a new customer to your store. 

No amount of advertising, however, will hold these people as your 
customer, but good, fair, polite, clean treatment will. Thus far every- 
thing has gone along very nicely, but the clean business man that can 
honestly advertise in the manner I have suggested in the first part 
of my paper, will not.be satisfied with the trade that comes to his store 
only by seeing and hearing of you, as I have enumerated above. How 
to stir up new business is his next question? 

I would recommend that he try the method of sending out circular 
letters, personally inviting Mr. Jones, Mr. Brown or Mr. Friend looking 
for a place to trade, — where his trade will be appreciated, — to call in 
and see him at his place of business, and immediately give him or her 
in this letter some good reason why he or she should give you a trial 
when making purchases in your line. 

Live attractive cards can be prepared that can be passed out to 
the children and many mothers will be led into your store, either by 
the children themselves, who have been given one or more of these 
cards, or by the cards themselves that will in a great many cases 
reach the parents through the children. 

You can advertise yourself and your business very economically 
in church and lodge programs announcing the various entertainments 
they give, and you can also make many friends by joining the best 
lodges — and listen gentlemen — I want to say very softly, churches too. 

Circulars and booklets showing yours to be a stq^e where people 
can economize are strong pullers, and if the competition with the big 
iellow or cutter, is brisk, a coupon system offering trade prizes is 
certainly a sure way of interesting some people. The point is; you 
must have different ways of reaching different people. The use of one 
medium will not interest all classes of even grown people. You must 
be prepared to put into use the different things that are used to edu- 
cate all manner of people in trade winning. Good, fair honest treat- 
ment you will find, however, will bring you more friends that will stick 
to you through thick and thin than any other advertising medium you 
can- use. It does not matter much what advertising methods you use,, 
they will have little attention paid to them if the word goes out In 
the neighborhood that the treatment you give your patrons is not 
right. 

The best advertisement you can possibly get, is through your cus- 
tomers. If you can interest them enough to get them to recommend you 
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to their friends, it will carry more weight than dollars' worth of adver 
tising space in other mediums. 

Thus far I have confined m3rself to the stores in the localities out- 
side the business districts in large and medium sized cities. The 
large city store can use practically the same mediums mentioned, but 
must also use some daily papers to announce to the people that they 
are reputable up-to-date merchants, and to quote prices on various 
popular brands of goods that in these days must be offered to the 
public as a drawing card, and which also tends to give the house 
publicity. 

Surface and elevated cars can also be used very successfully. Of 
course, in using the last named mediums, you must be careful not to 
waste any circulation, and the situation must be studied and gone over 
very carefully, for the reason that space in such cars runs into money 
very fast. The class of people carried in these cars should be your 
guide, as to whether you will use them or not, and when you have de- 
cided to use them, the copy to run in the cars must be given careful 
study. Something must be advertised that is likely to interest the 
majority of people, and the continuous pounding away in this line 
announcing the fact that some standard brand of goods is offered at a 
bargain, with a change of copy regularly, will cause people to think 
of your store when in need of something in your line. The use of 
posters or bill board advertising with frequent change of copy can be 
used to good effect,, but the expense of this class of advertising can 
only be stood by the big store that is centrally located. 

For the country store, most of the mediums mentioned for use in 
connection with the city store outside the business districts, can be 
used with good success, and in addition to this, small fence posters 
^ving accurate directions to your store, give you desired publicity. 
**Get it at Kellett's one-half mile South of Here" — or, "Go to Jones 
for Liniment" — will keep people alive to the fact you are alive and 
prosperous, and will also remind one of something about to be for- 
gotten. 

All the world loves a winner, and you never saw a dead one adver- 
tise. A mongrel's hold will slip, but a bull dog never lets go, so if 
you will be successful, you must let people know who you are, and 
what you have to sell. 

Where I once worked, the proprietor advertised a pill, the circular 
reading: "If you v/ant a real unsophisticated family pill, try Blanks. 
Liver encouraging, Kidney persuading, silent perambulator, 27 in a 
Box. This pill is as mild as a pet lamb, and as reaching as a fine 
tooth comb. It don't go fooling about, but it tends to the case it 
tackles, and is as certain as an intermitting alarm clock. 25 cents a 
Box." 

In closing, I wish to say, you can advertise either entirely original. 
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or you can follow along the old paths, but do something and when 
you do succeed in getting the attention of the people, let it be in a 
manner that will be dignified and thereby more lasting. There is no 
better way you can instill confidence into the minds of the people than 
by clean, honest statements made about a clean, honest store, In a 
clean, honest manner.

PRACTICAL ADVERTISING HINTS FOR THE RETAIL 

DRUGGIST. 

BY BRUNO BATT, ST. LOUIS, MO. 

The writer understands by "Practical Advertising Hints for the 
Retail Druggist,*' such advertising as can be carried on by the retail 
druggist with little or no outlay of cash, and by "Retail Druggist," such 
druggists as take in from |10 to $50 a day, for prescriptions, drugs, 
so-called patent medicines, druggists sundries, including rubber goods, 
toilet articles, cigars, soda water, etc., etc. 

The prominent visible means for advertising at everybody's dis- 
I)06al are the exterior of the store with the show windows, and the 
interior with the show cases, shelvings, and soda fountain. 

The visible means, if intelligently and thoroughly exploited, to a 
great extent create the invisible and invincible advertising, the drug- 
gist's biggest asset and ever-increasing source of profit, i. e., his or 
her reputatfon. Of course, it takes other important components to 
make up a reputation go6d enough to furnish advertising, viz: time, 
strong but affable personality, ihe most scrupulous integrity, and a 
fair share of liberality in all dealings with customers, particularly 
In the little things. 

It is needless to state that the help in the store treats customers 
as they see them treated by the proprietor, "As the Shepherd, so the 
herd." 

RIGHT SERVICE. 

We often see mottoes like these: "A pleased customer is our best 
advertisement;" "If*you are pleased, tell others; if not, tell us." 

It is the way we wait on our customers that makes them like or 
dislike to come to our stores. It is human nature to always want the 
other fellow to be pleasant, no matter how we feel, and as the druggist 
derives his livelihood from the people that patronize the store, it 
behooves him to always receive every arrival pleasantly and courte-

ously. It does -not matter about the age or color or intentions of the 
person on the outside of the counter. Let everybody feel that he or 
she is sure of polite and kindly treatment in your store,, and you have 
a big advertisement without a cent of expense or any sacrifice, provided 
it does not hurt your face to crack a smile. 

The otner constituent of right service is promptness. A druggist 
was originally put in the world to furnish medicine to the sick, but 
some of us get our brain so full of ''cut prices" or fun or sport that 
we forget our purpose on earth. A prescription when presented lo 
you stops all conversations, and all other work. Unless you have as 
much help as you ought to have, put it up at once without a inoment's 
delay, whether or not the messenger or patient is waiting. To turn 
prescriptions out promptly, you must have your little stock bottles 
back of your prescription case filled at all times. If you have frequent 
calls for Liquor Ammonii Acetatis, keep on hand a bottle with the 
solution of Ammonium Carbonate, and another one with the Acetic 
acid properly diluted. The dispensatories give you working formulas. 
Of course, you have a fixed place back of your prescription place for 
a U. S. P., the National Formulary, a Dispensatory, a handy little book 
giving doses and table of solubility, incompatibilities, new remedies, 
etc. No matter how many years you have been at this business, you 
are not safe one day without a ready reference. You have to keep 
posted strictly up to date on chemicals and drugs, old and new, and 
on the so-called ethical proprietaries. Therefore no druggist can af- 
ford to be without two or more pharmaceutical journals, and a careful 
perusal of them from cover to cover. This is your post-graduate 
course. This helps you to furnish prompt service. 

For the counter trade, your boy, after he gets through cleaning 
up the store in the morning, goes to every drawer, containing ready- 
to-hand-out packages, and weighs out half a dozen or a dozen 5c and 10c 
packages of Epsom Salts, Borax,. Rochelle Salts, Cream of Tartar, Com- 
pound Licorice Powder, Saltpeter, Insect Powder, etc. etc., and keeps 
close watch on 10c bottles of castor oil, glycerine, rose water and 10c 
boxes of quinine pills and capsules, compound cathartic pills, etc.; so 
when a rush comes in the evening and the boy is out you can wait on 
your trade with the* system and promptness of a department store or 
better. 

If the doctor or the parents know that there are "no long waits" 
in your store, they will walk or send a few blocks out of the way to 
come to you. The return of dollars and cents from this kind of adver- 
tising beats even the most beautiful pamphlets or calendars or expen- 
sive newspaper advertising. 

GOOD STOCK. 

"You oan't sell what you haven't in stock." It is better to have 
one-twelfth of a dozen of some new patent medicine on your shelf, or a 
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half dozen pints of new specialties for the prescription business, with 
two or four ounces taken out, than to try to convince the customer 
that the doctor is just experimenting, or that the advertised patent 
is no good. Comply with the demand under all circumstances, and 
be under all circumstances "Johnny on the spot." By constant vigil- 
ance of the stock and a cheerful and earnest attempt to "give them 
what they want,'* it is only a question of time, and the doctor and 
the nurse and the public will understand that "Jones has everything," 
and Jones is advertised. 

Jones, of course, knows his stock thoroughly, can lay his hand on 
every bottle or package, and makes his help keep the stock in order. 
He has a stock book which tells him what he has on the shelves, has 
his shelves and drawers classified in sections so he knows where the 
goods are the moment he looks at the stock book; he also knows what 
the articles cost him and 'how much they are to sell for and from 
whom he bought them and when. Jones is very particular about his 
reputation, and realizes that the quality of the goods he handles must 
uphold the reputation. He does not buy a pound of fluid extract of 
Digitalis from some pharmaceutical house unknown to his physicians, 
just to get an extra ten per cent, off, but he makes his clean array of 
quarter pound fluid extracts of assayed drugs of the most reliable 
manufacturers do some silent but very efficient advertising, when the 
doctor happens to step behind the prescription case. 

NEAT PACKAGES. 

"Judge a man by his works." If anything, the box or bottle in 
-which prescribed medicine is put up, requires even greater care than 
the prescription itself, speaking from point of advertising. To have 
your name and address printed on powder papers is cheap and sensible 
advertising. To put a paper cap over each bottle advertises your good 
taste, also the consideration you have for the patient's protection 
against inquisitiveness. Your wrapping paper should have your card 
printed on it, or still better show a number of selected articles of your 
own make. Of course, you would not run an advertisement of your 
own cough syrup on wrapping paper, and then wrap some doctor's 
prescription for cough up in that. 

Every package leaving the store must bear a label giving the 
contents. There can be no exception to this. It is a duty you owe 
t,o customers. It is unlawful in some states to omit the label, and it 
is a good advertisement for the druggist. 

APPEARANCE. 

Appearance is everything in life, and it is the back bone of adver- 
tising for the retail druggist. Every person waiting on trade must 
appear clean but not dudish. The youngest boy must be told to brush 
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his hair, his clothes a^d his shoes until he does it voluntarily. Who- 
ever attends the soda fountain always wears a white coat, and every- 
body in the store a pleasant face. 

The front of your store should be painted often. Do not let your 
sign look "rusty," and if the mortar needs to be gilded you neglect a 
very important advertising medium by applying economy in the wrong 
place. 

printer's ink. 

Printer's ink costs money, and we must find out for ourselves how 
much money we can spare every month for the advertisement of our 
business. If we have $5 a month, let us subscribe to one of those four 
or eight page pamphlets issued for the drug trade, interspersed with 
good sound reasoning about drugs, a bit of humor, and a good deal of 
space for your own specialties. Distribute these yourself over the 
counter and send your trusted clerk to deliver them from house to 
house, else you are wasting your money. 

Five dollars a month will keep you supplied with slips of paper, 
each advertising specialties or "our tooth brushes" or "our guaranteed 
hot water bottles" and "fountain syringes." This appropriation will 
also allow you to issue annually a neat little pamphlet, "Prescription 
Talk." To get your money's worth, never allow a package of any kind 
to leave your place without two or three of these little slips or 
pamphlets. 

If your sales run between $30 and $50 a day you can afford to 
buy in quantities large enough to entitle you to your name on porous 
plasters, tooth brushes, hot water bottles, etc., which is certainly 
good and lasting advertisement. 

PROGRAMS. 

Program advertising should be indulged in only when your good 
customer is personally interested, and when this puts him under your 
obligation. 

NEWSPAPERS. 

Newspaper advertising is such an uncertain quantity that the 
writer would recommend the greatest conservatism. Who has $15 
to $25 a month for advertising can spend this to good advantage in 
the local paper. To touch the big dailies and weeklies for a specialty, 
requires nothing less than $25,000 to $50,000 a year for several years, 
before a paying business can be established. For this kind of adver- 
tising perhaps more than for any other, great perseverance and sys- 
tematic business methods are very essential. Spasmodic advertising 
is money thrown away. 

In your local paper, advertise with cuts and change your "ad" 
at least every two ^iveeks, if it is a weekly paper, and once a week if it 
is a daily. 
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As much as possible hammer away on one thing at a time and 
do it right. 

SHOW WINDOWS. 

Show window advertising is a study by itself. It is a big drawing 
card or a waste pile, just as you choose to make it. It is a splendid 
medium for which you pay every time you pay rent, whether or not 
you utilize it. In the writer's experience, nothing is equal, in drawing 
crowds, to a display with life in it, such as the Big Indian in the 
window making moccasins, or the young lady with the very long 
hair, or a score of young ducks playing in a basin of water, or rabbits 
and chickens at Easter time, or a litter of kittens or puppies, or a lot 
of hard-shell turtles with an "ad" painted on them, or white mice or 
rats, etc., etc. Of course, an appropriate "ad" explains the reason for 
your display. 

Lastly, advertise your advertising. 

Under the rules of the association the four papers were re- 
ferred to a committee of- three, consisting of T. Y. Wooten and 
Andrew Scherer, of Chicago, and Melle Williams, of Taylorville, 
to pass upon their relative merits. 

At a subsequent session the committee made the following 
report : 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRIZE ESSAYS. 

Your committee appointed to decide as to the winner of the prize 
for the best paper on the subject of Practical Advertising Hints for 
the Retail Druggist, begs leave to make the following report: 

The four papers presented by Messrs. Sorensen, Kellett, Batt and 
Rixleben are all, without exception, well written and contain hints of 
the gi'eatest value to up-to-date druggists. After carefully condensing 
ail the features of the several papers we are unanimous in the recom- 
mendation that the prize be awarded to Mr. Thomas Rixleben.

The President — We will now digress from the printed program 
for a few minutes while some papers are presented upon the subject 
of organization, better prices, etc. Mr. Geo. Bollinger, of Chicago, has 
prepared a paper upon "Live and Let Live." We will now have the 
pleasure of listening to what he has to say upon this very interesting 
topic. 
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LIVE AND LET LIVE. 

BY GEO. BOLLINGER, CHICAGO. 

With the consent of our friend Wooten, I have chosen as a title 
for this paper the motto of the N. A. R. D., "Live and Let Live." I 
call your attention first to the power of organization, second to reme- 
dies immediately available for the financial amelioration of our calling, 
while the infant, "direct contract and serial numbering plan" and 
the child, "tripartite plan" are attaining^ the strength of manhood, 
and third to the results of organization in Chicago. 

There has been considerable newspaper discussion of late regarding 
the authorship of the poem "Opportunity." To us it does not matter 
whether Dr. Giglioth's Sonnet "II Fato," or "Opportunity," by the late 
Senator Ingalls, first saw the light of day, but we are deeply interested 
at this time in the essence of the poem and in the lesson it teaches. I 
shall cite it in full: 

Master of human destinies am I 

Fame, love, and fortune on my footsteps wait 

Cities and fields I walk; I penetrate 

Deserts and fields remote, and, passing by 

Hovel and mart and palace, soon or late 

I knock unbidden once at every gate. 

If sleeping, wake; if feasting, rise before 

I turn away. It is the hour of fate. 

And they who follow me reach every state 

Mortals desire, and I conquer every foe 

Save death; but those who doubt or hesitate, 

Condemned to failure, penury or woe. 

Seek me in vain and uselessly implore 

I answer not and I return no more. 



The hour of fate may mean a day, a week, a month, a year, and 
to us it means an epoch. 

The epoch I refer to is the era of organization, which, since the 
birth of the new century, has been sweeping over this country like a 
mighty avalanche from Maine to California and from the borders of 
Canada to sunny Florida. Are we improving the golden opportunity? 
Are we upholding the theories and principles promulgated by tlie of- 
ficers and members of our local, state and national associations morally 
and financially? 

There is an enthusiasm of numbers and an enthusiasm of dollars, 
but we must have both numbers and dollars for the successful prosecu- 
tion of our work. 

Organization has done much for the jobber and manufacturer of 
proprietaries. For example: two or three years ago every retail drug- 
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gist in Chicago received the following Christmas present from his job- 
ber in the shape of a small slip reading about as follows: 

Mr. Druggist: 
• Our expense of doing business has increased and yqu must pay 
for it. Hereafter, our cash discount will be one instead of* one and a 
half per cent. You will be charged 10c delivery on each and every 
order amounting to less than five dollars. An advanced price will be 
charged for proprietaries in less than ^4 dozen lots. 

Without a strong local understanding and strict loyalty on the 
part of the jobbers, these inovations would have met with defeat. They 
mean thousands of dollars annually in the pockets of the wholesale 
druggist. The patent medicine manufacturers through their organiza- 
tion have been equally successful in increasing their income through 
advance in prices. 

The merchant prince in our cities has been quick to profit by the 
general prosperity of the last few years, and regardless of the fact 
that he is selling proprietary medicines and toilet articles at or near 
cost, he does not hesitate to charge 100, 200 or 300 per cent profit on 
wares, the retail value of which is not absolutely established. Tlie 
grocer, the meat vender, the haberdasher, the clothier and men in 
other lines of business, including the laborer and mechanic, • have fol- 
lowed in his footsteps. Last but not least, the rearguard of this bietter 
price procession falls into line/ It is the retail druggist. 

The most difficult fields which our organizers have encountered 
have been the localities which are not troubled with regular cut rate 
stores. I venture the assertion that there is not a single hamlet large 
enough to possess a drug store, in this great State of Illinois or in 
the United States, where the cutting evil is not practiced daily, where 
the "Live and Let Live" policy of the N. A. R. D. is not violated. The 
standard price of patents may be maintained, but there are dozens, 
yea hundreds of articles in the drug, chemical sundry lines which in 
many localities have not advanced one cent, regardless of the increased 
wholesale price and the higher cost of living which has been variously 
estimated from 25 to 50 per cent. To illustrate my point I only wish 
to mention the increased cost of Epsom Salts and Sulphur. Have we 
advanced the retail price proportionately? The most glaring incon- 
sistency that occurs to my mind is the ridiculously low price of 20 to 
25 cents per pound which is charged in some localities for Sodium 
Phosphate. Is it consistent with our "Live and Let Live" policy to 
sell a bulky laxative at the rate of % cent per dose? Would it not 
be just as reasonable to sell compound cathartic pills at 3 or 4 cents 
a dozen? We may draw a lesson^ an inspiration here from our medi- 
cal friends. Do they write prescriptions at the rate of three for a 
quarter because their blanks cost them nothing and the druggist fur- 
nishes the ink for the fountain pen or supplies the lead pencil gratis? 
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Our real profit on prescriptions and chemicals has been over- 
estimated and in computing prices on these we should not lose sight 
of the following conditions. 

1. Our prescription stock including manufacturers' ready made 
prescriptions will invoice from $1,000 to $5,000. Is the investment 
bringing sufficient returns in the form of interest and profit? 

2. The safe handling of chemicals and the compounding of pre- 
scriptlons requires extraordinary skill and a well trained mind, hence 
we should not only derive a reasonable profit on the materials used, 
but should be liberally compensated for our time and professional 
knowledge. 

3. The position of the prescriptionist is one of greatest responsi- 
bility. An error by proprietor or clerk may mean everlasting ruin. 

4. As an association and as individuals we abhor substitution, 
a practice which many cutters resort to as a financial balance wheel, 
and last but not least we believe that quality and not cost should be 
the first consideration in stocking a reliable pharmacy. The best is 
none too good, when life is at stake. On this basis we need not rear 
any criticism from a discriminating public if we demand reasonable 
compensaiion for the many hours we devote to the relief of suffering 
humanity. 

One source of ^mall profits in prescriptions is the lamentable 
number of proprietary or so-called elegant pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions prescribed, allowing a profit of only 25 to 50 per cent, which is 
inadequate, when we consider that the expense of doing business Is 
from 20 to 25 per cent. Organization and missionary work will, how- 
ever, do v/onders in bringing about, at least partially, the dis3ontinu- 
ance of this deplorable condition which is a burden to patient, pre- 
scriber and pharmacist. 

Chicago is one of the world's greatest medical school centers and 
if every Chicago druggist will do faithful missionary work among 
medical students and young practitioners, showing them the incon- 
sistency of ready-made prescriptions, surprising results may be reached. 
This work may be supplemented by an effort to increase the materia 
medica hours in our medical colleges. 

Another source of unsatisfactory profit in the drug business has 
been the soda fountain, so much so that many druggists have sold or 
discarded their apparatus. There are two principal reasons for this 
condition : 

1. The low price of ice cream soda that prevails in many locali- 
ties. 

2. The extravagance in the purchase of apparatus. 

The remedy suggests itself: charge ten cents for ice cream soda 
and don't place a $5,000 apparatus in a location justifying only a $200 
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fountain. The difference in interest on these two sums at 6 per cent 
is $288 annually. 

It is natural that the manufacturers should endeavor to supply 
you as expensive an apparatus as possible. There is now in the market 
a very handsome onyx fountain, costing about |200 complete, from 
which first class cold soda can be drawn. The coolers and syrups 
are placed In a suitable receptacle under the counter. 

i\ow a word regarding the conditions in the metropolis of the 
west. In Chicago we have three classes of cutters, viz: cutters by 
choice, cutters by compulsion and cutters by habit. The cutters by 
choice are few in number, but are powerfully entrenched corporations. 
Alone we are helpless; as an organization we can cope with them. The 
efforts of our Executive Committee have been reinforced by the "Wash- 
ington Promise Committee" and we of the rank and file are content 
that the ceaseless labor of these agencies will not prove in vain. 

The cutter from choice reminds me of the following story: A 
laborer in Canada was engaged in digging postholes along a Canadian 
railway on a hot and sultry day. His work brought him in front of 
an insane asylum, one of the inmates of which was leaning over the 
fence v/atching the progress of the work, when he suddenly ventured 
the question: "How much is your pay for this arduous labor?" 

'One dollar a day" answered the laborer. 

The quick reply of the insane man was: "You ought to be inside 
this fence." 

The cutter by compulsion is the one who finds it necessary to meet 
the prices of the aggressive cutter. 

The cutter by habit class has the largest membership. He may 
not invade the proprietary field, but from a lack of confidence in his 
competitors, or through carelessness, he does not harvest all the fruit 
of our "Live and Let Live" policy. 

Though conditions in Chicago are not as rosy as we should wish 
them, the C. R. D. A. has gained many notable victories. 

The time allotted to this paper will not permit mention in detail 
and I merely cite a few instances where organization demonstrated 
its power. 

1. On April 22, there appeared in the Chicago Tribune an edi- 
torial entitled "Avarice, Poverty and Antitoxin," which cast serious 
reflection upon our profession. The president of the C. R. D. A. was 
immediately notified and through his efforts and the assistance of 
the editor of N. A. R. D. Notes, another article appeared in the same 
paper under date of April 25, vindicating the pharmaceutical profes- 
sion. 

2. Our success in modifying the carbolic acid ordinance, recently 
passed by the city council of Chicago and in preventing the passage of 
an obnoxious liquor ordinance. 
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3. Our present remunerative telephone contract, which means 
from |50 to |500 income annually to the Chicago druggist, instead of 
an expense of $150 as formerly. 

In conclusion, let me reiterate that the cut rate idea was conceived 
in selfishness and born in iniquity and the fruit it bears is usually a 
life of hard work with inadequate compensation, while a reputation 
established on a superior quality of stock and no substitution, is last- 
ing and honorable. 

May we all get the organization fever and may it prove contagious. 
By these means, we will confer stability and financial success upon 
our beloved profession, a blessing, not only to our present generation 
but to generations to come. 

On motion Mr. Bollinger's paper was received and ordered 
printed in the proceedings. 

The President — Mr. F. E. Falkenberg, of Chicago, has prepared 
a paper along the line of profit in the prescription business.

WHY THE DRUG BUSINESS OF TODAY DOES NOT PAY. 

BY FRANK E. FALKENBERG, R. P., CHICAGO. 

• 

In an article published in Notes recently under the heading "What 
Becomes of the Profits," I attempted in a modest way to call attention 
to what I consider the most prominent cause for the lack of profits 
which the ordinary druggist of today is prone to admit is becoming 
a serious problem with him. No doubt the majority of those present 
have read the article, so I will merely state that my contention in it 
referred principally to the neglect of the druggist to estimate the cost 
of conducting his business as essential in computing the selling price 
of every article in his store. 

Today, gentlemen, I want to call your attention to another phase 
of the drug business, which also very materially affects the profits. 
It is one which has been entirely overlooked in searching for reasons 
why there are not the same profits as formerly. In looking over a 
file of some twenty years ago the discovery is made that where twenty 
consecutive prescriptions, selected at random, costing the druggist 
$2.29, and selling for $8.05, gave him a profit of 277 per cent, or $6.36, 
twenty similar prescriptions of today bring a profit only of 182 per 
cent. The ingredients of the prescriptions at the present time cost 
$4.69 and are sold for $13.25, a profit of $8.56. 

Right here let me interpolate that this is the fact of the fact, that 
I endeavored to obtain an average profit of 200 per cent. Had I, like 
most druggists, charged per quantity, or figured on a basis of lOO per 
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cent profit, then my receipts would have been |9.38 and my profits 
14.69, or a net profit of $1.67 less than two decades ago. 

Now, some one may say that this is no argument, since on twenty 
prescriptions a score of years ago there was a profit of $6.36 and on 
twenty ordinary prescriptions of today there is a profit of $8.56. 
Nevertheless, on a prescription that formerly cost $1 a profit of 277 
per cent was realized, while today on the same investment but 182 per 
cent profit is made, a net loss in profit on a dollar investment" of 95 
per cent. It must also be remembered, as every experienced druggist 
will admit, that at the present time doctors are writing more frequently 
for coal tar products and proprietary articles. In the twenty prescrip- 
tions selected from the file of twenty years ago, but one coal tar product 
was specified. But in the twenty prescriptions selected from files of 
the present time five expensive coal tar products and six proprietary 
articles are called for. Now, with the numerous and constantly in- 
creasing varieties of coal tar products and proprietary articles which 
are being constantly put on the market, the druggist is compelled to 
keep an unusually expensive stock on his shelves, much of which after 
a few months is never again called for, and it is easy to see that there 
must necessarily be a big leak in his profits. 

Prescriptions today include such expensive coal tars as phenacetine, 
<iuotal, protargol, sodium cacodylate, sulfonal, trional, etc., while some 
equally expensive articles in the line of proprietary medicines that are 
constantly specified are Gude's pepto-mangan, neurosine, Schlotterbeck's 
compound mixture hydrastis, tritipalm, cascara evacuant, etc., not to 
neglect to mention such costly pharmaceuticals as papoid, suprarenal 
capsule (which, by the way, costs the very modest sum of $2 per 
ounce), and a number of other items that are constantly mentioned in 
ttie prescriptions of the modern doctor. 

Again, the system of charging for powders and fluids that was 

in vogue years ago still obtains in our business, whereas an entirely 

different manner of estimating the price at which such articles should 

be sold must be introduced, if the profits of former years are to be 

made today. For instance, where we used to charge forty cents for a 

dozen powders that cost but eight cents, we still charge forty cents for* 

a. dozen powders that perhaps cost anywhere from fifteen to forty 

cents. Any business man will quickly tell you that such methods and 

systems cannot but result disastrously for the retail drug trade. Take 

for instance fluid prescriptions. Where formerly a 2, 4, 6 or 8 oz. 

nalxture that cost the druggist 8, 12, 18 or 20 cents, today will cost 

liim in many instances 20, 30, 40, 60 cents and even more. Yet he is 

not receiving one cent more than he did twenty years ago. 

Why should we continue to ask only 35 cents for a two ounce mix- 
ture, 50 cents for a four ounce mixture, 65 cents for a six ounce mix- 
ture and 75 cents for an eight ounce mixture, when the cost of the 



preacriplion Is very nearly those amounts and frequently. {It the drug- 
gist would only stop for a few seconds and estimate the price of the 
several Ingredlenti ) i( is more the drifgi=t actually as I can testily 
in a number of rases which have (ome to my knowledge selling u 
prescription at a loss receiving a smaller amount for the medicine 
than the wholesale cost of the ingredients 

To eum up the whole question it must be borne In mind thai 
prescriptions \ hich contain expensive ingredients must he ctiargnd 
for aecordmfciv no milter what the size of the mivture or the number 
of iiowders. and the losi of new materials that are daily being intro- 
duced and put on the market and allowed to stand on (he sbeUes 
without being Uaei" up must liheirtie be inUvded in fixing t'le nst of 
prescriptions. There will then be no need of asking What uecomes 
at the Profits?" 

Upon motion, duly seconded, Mr. Falkenberg's paper was 
ordered printed in the proceedings. 

The Pbesihent — We will now hear what Mr. Louis Kaminsky has 
to say upon the subject of price cutting and the elimination of tbP 
jobber. 1 understand Mr. Kaminsky has prepared a paper along these 



LEGITIMATE PROTECTION FOR THE LEGITIMATE 
DRUGGIST. 



It gives me great pleasure to be able to meet so many of you here 
at this important gathering of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association. 
You should ail lee! proud of being here to commemorate your silver 
celebration and feel that you are the helpers In the righteous cause 
of bettering the drug conditions. 

In making inquiry throughout the country, and asking the opinion 
of druggists as to v/hether or nO'. they believe in protection, one drug- 
gist down the Stale sanguinely answered the question: "I am a 
Republican." He probably misunderstood the motive of the question. 
It matters not whether a legitimate druggist Is a republican, a demo- 
crat, a populist, or a Missourlan, he must be a protectionist if he has 
the best Interests of the drug trade at heart, 

I wish to say a few words to you today on the relationship between 
the manufacturer, or as he Is commonly called, the proprietor, and 
the legitimate retail druggist. You must all admit that there Is a 
bond of union telv.'een the manufacturer and retail druggist that does 
not exist, nor can exist among any other trade. Their interests are 
identical. Their aim for price protection is Identical. 

When the retail druggists of the country are prosperous, are mak- 
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ing money, are doing well, the manufacturer, as a result, shares In thai 
prosperity. Therefore it lies in the interest of the manufacturer and 
is his duty to see to it that the conditions existing among the drug 
trade of this country today, as far as price cutting is concerned, and 
which is detrimental to the retail druggist, be wholly eliminated. 
There is no half-way ground to stand upon. 

The question of price cutting must be eliminated, and I want to 
assure everyone within the hearing of my voice that it can be elimin- 
ated, but the remedy lies wholly with the manufacturer and the retail 
druggist. As long as there are elements in the trade which have no 
direct concern in preventing price cutting, and so long as this certain 
element — vhich I want to designate as the jobbing element — has con- 
trol to a large extent of the output of proprietary medicines, so long 
will cutting continue; so long will cutters exist; and so long will de- 
partment stores be supplied with goods, to the detriment of every 
legitimate retail druggist, not alone in the State of Illinois, but in 
every hamlet, town, and city of these United States. 

The best illustration that comes to my mind at this moment as 
to the existing relationship between the jobber, manufacturer and re- 
tail druggist as a house divided in itself, is that the manufacturer and 
legitimate druggist are the peaceful man and wife, until the jobbei* 

» 

comes onto the scene as the mother-in-law. Peace reigns in the house 
among the happy couple; dissension arises as soon as the good old 
mother-in-law crosses the threshold. She has nothing to gain by keep- 
ing peace in the house, and she only looks for her own emoluments — 
W^hat she can get out of that son-in-law. 

1 am reminded of a trip I once took into the woods while on a 
vacation. I came to a log and there I found an inscription which read 
— **turn me over," and out of curiosity I turned over this log and found 
another inscription which read "now turn me back again, for I want 
to fool the other fellow." So it is with the jobber. He is everybody's 
friend and nobody's friend. 

What does a jobber care at v/hat price you sell a dollar preparation 
as long as he gets his price? On the other hand, it is of vast import- 
ance to the manufacturer that all druggists derive a good, substantial, 
living profit on every article they sell, otherwise they cannot agree 
to cooperate with the manufacturer and offer such article for sale. 
Right at this moment I want to say to you that I do not blame the 
retail druggists as a whole for substituting- goods. I would do it. 
Every manufacturer in this country would do it; and beyond all ques- 
tion a jobber would do it if he was forced to sell or offer for sale an 
article which cost him $8 a dozen at 57c. 

It should be as clear as God's sunlight to every intelligent, fair- 
minded business man, especially the legitimate retail druggist, as to 
where the cutters and the department stores get their supply. It is

not reasonable to suppose that a manufacturer would so far forget 
his own interest as to supply such sources. I wish at this moment 
to compliment the N. A. R. D. organization of this country for the 
good and noble work it has done, but like all great organizations, it is 
apt to fall into an error occasionally, and I think the greatest error 
that the organization ever committed or made was when it permitted 
the cutters of this country to join in wedlock with them. I want to 
tell you that a cutter has no right to stand by the side of the legitimate 
retail druggist. He has no right to breathe the same air. He has no 
right to enjoy the same companionship. He should be ostracised. The 
finger of scorn should be pointed at him. .But what are the conditions 
that exist today? The leading cutters of Chicago and elsewhere are 
in the organization there, and as a result, price cutting today is in 
a flourishing condition. I maintain that price cutting can be stopped, 
and it can be stopped within a year from the time that the legitimate 
retail druggists of this country join hands with the manufacturers, 
and if these retail druggists and the manufacturers would be in earnest 
in their desire to prevent price cutting, there is not an iota of doubt 
in my mind but what it can be accomplished. 

The first step in this directioi^ should be to eliminate every cutter 
from the N. A. R. D. organization. Let the manufacturers sell their 
goods direct to the retail druggists. Give the retail druggists the profit 
that the jobber now gets, for who is more entitled to all the profit that 
he can possibly get? Why, the "man behind the gun" — the legitimate 
retail druggist. And my further suggestion is, not to stop at the half- 
way station in this proposition, but to go marching on and on and on 
until every cutter in this country feels the power of the good fellow- 
ship, the good business communion, which exists between the manu- 
facturer and the legitimate retail druggist. I do not mean to say that 
you shall go to the cutter and parley with him as to whether or not 
he is willing to be so good and gracious as to sell a dollar preparation 
for 71 cents which he had been selling for 67 cents, but to tell such 
cutters or department store that if they want to sell proprietary naedi- 
cines, they must be sold at the price at which they are marked upon 
the package. Not a cent less, and if they do not want to do this, tbey 
cannot get their supply from the manufacturer, who should be the 
direct distributing agent, and wh9 would then have to answer to you, 
gentlemen, whenever a manufacturer's goods were found in the liands 
of a cutter or department store. 

Friends, can you give me a single reason why dollar goods sliould 
be sold at 89 cents? If 89 cents is to be the price, why not have the 
manufacturer mark 89 cents on the package and sell his goods a.ceord- 
ingly to the retail druggists so that they will make their profit ^wbich 
they are justly entitled to? I further maintain that a dollar prepara- 
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tion can be sold for one dollar and that it lies within the province of 
the legitimate retail druggists and manufacturers to fix that price. 

There is a certain prominent retail drug firm in Chicago, which 
is a member of the N. A. R. D. and also a member of the Chicago 
Retail Druggists' Association, but which tries to do everything in its 
power to tear down both of these organizations. These are men who 
are cutters today and who glory in it. Not long ago I had occasion 
to call on this particular firm, or at least its manager. He wanted to 
buy some of our goods and our Chicago representative told me that 
he wanted me to call on this firm in reference to the signing of our full 
price contract. The result of the matter was I did call on these drug- 
gists and had the pleasure of meeting their manager and he stated to 
me that he wanted some of our goods, but he further stated that he 
would not sign a full' price contract, that he did not propose to sell 
goods at full prices; that his drug store was a cut-rate drug store; 
and with pride and egotism in his eye he turned around to a large sign 
which was placed in the drug store, and in glaring letters — perhaps 
made with the blood money of the legitimate retail druggists of Chi- 
cago — I noticed the sign: "We cut everything." This gentleman 
glorified in the fact that he was a cutter and incidentally I mentioned 
to him: "My dear sir, do you see anything particularly pleasing, 
elevating, or anything to brag about for you to stand up there and say 
that you are a pronounced cutter?" He failed to answer that question, 
and before I left I told him that he would not be able to obtain our 
goods through his jobber and that he would' not be permitted to cut 
the price on our goods. 

These same fellows are today members of the N. A. R. D. and 1 
presume, members in good standing; but I wish to say to you that 
they have no right there; they should not be permitted to become 
members of such a righteous organization. They can do no good there, 
but a great deal of harm. 

In conclusion I wish to thank you for your kind attention and to ex- 
press the hope that each and every legitimate retail druggist who wishes 
the drug trade to prosper will remember that his individual eftorts must 
he put forth in this, our royal battle for price protection, and in sum- 
mi ngr up what I have taken occasion to say I will brlefiy state the 
points that you should not overlook in this up-hill fight. 

1. Eliminate the jobber as the supply depot. 

2. The manufacturers should be their own distributers, and It 
can l>e safely left to their discretion to see that their goods are dis- 
tributed and can be had by any druggist, no matter where the druggist 
may l>e located. " 

3- Drive cutters and department stores out of all legitimate retail 
driigg'ists' organizations. 
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4. Serial number all goods and hold the manufacturer responsible 
when 'such serial numbered goods are found in the hands of either a 
cutter or a department store. 

5. Let all legitimate retail druggists put their shoulders to the 
wheel and be conscientious in their desire to eliminate price cutting, 
and not, because the cutter happens to be a good fellow, help him by 
fraudulent means to procure goods from a manufacturer who is trying 
to keep the goods out of the hands of such cutter. 

6. Sell dollar goods for one dollar and let the price on the package 
mean the price at which goods should be sold. 

7. Remember that every legitimate retail druggist should become 
a member and closely affiliated with the N. A. R, D. and cry out and 
demand that every cutter be driven out of the association. 

Let me tell you before closing that if you will follow out this line, 
•full prices will not be a dream, but a reality. 

The President — I am sure that I voice the sentiments of every one 
present when I say that Mr. Kaminsky's paper is a very interesting 
document. If there are no objections it will be printed in our proceed- 
ings. 

We have but one more formal paper to be presented at this meet- 
ing. The author of it, Mr. McDonald, has kindly consented to give his^. 
time to Mr. Medbery, President of the Travelers' Association, who is 
down on the program for a talk on his association. We will now listen 
to Mr. Medbery. 

THE ILLINOIS PHARMACEUTICAL TRAVELERS' 

ASSOCIATION. 



BY H. W. MEDBERY, PRESIDENT. 

Mr. President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 
It is not my purpose to detain you long, as I realize that we must 
hasten in order to get through with this morning's program. 

The Illinois Pharmaceutical Association has reached the quarter 
century mark, and having passed through many ordeals, I am proud 
to say stands today upon the threshold of a new born era. The ob- 
jects for which you gather together are two fold, namely, 

1. The discussions of such matters as will best aid you in your 
work and business; also to further the interests of those who identity 
themselves with you. 

2. The upbuilding of an association second to none. 

In doing so it is necessary to make your meetings interesting by 
avoiding matters of selfish motives, which only breed discord and dis 
content, and in their place substitute business principles, pleasure and 
sunshine. 
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One thing that is especially worthy your consideration, for it sug- 
gests a condition that sometimes springs up like deadly nightshade 
from poisonous soil, is grumbling and criticising unjustly those who 
are in office. 

The man who is anybody and who does anything, is surely going 
to be criticised and misunderstood. This is part of the penalty for 
greatness, and every great man understands it. The final proof of 
greatness lies in being able to endure without resentment. Lincoln did 
not resent criticism. 

The Pharmaceutical Travelers* Association, which I am pleased to 
represent, has become an auxiliary to your grand body, with the pur- 
pose to aid in the upbuilding of your association, and to see that it is 
unequalled in any other State in the union. In doing this, we do not 
ask you to take us in, nor allow us the privileges that you who are the 
registered pharmacists of this State enjoy, but we do ask your sanction 
your aid and your support in our work for a just and true cause. 

Last year, being our first, and with a somewhat hurried prepara- 
tion, we went to your meeting as a new born. This, the second year of 
our existence, we have spared neither time, pains, nor money in our 
efforts to make this meeting a most pleasant and profitable one to all, 
in order that in the years to come we may be bound more closely 
together. 

The officers and members of the association which I have the 
honor to represent are very desirous that this meeting — your silver 
anniversary — ^be remembered by all who are so fortunate as to be 
present. We also want this meeting to be given a prominent place in 
tlie history of your organization. We know of no better way to per- 
petuate the memories of this meeting than by presenting the associa- 
tion an instrument of authority which will be very much in evidence 
at each succeeding annual meeting. It is now my very great pleasure 
to present to your presiding officer this emblem of authority, a gavel. 
By whomever it may be wielded in future years, our association trusts 
that its rulings will be fair and just. (Applause). 

Before I take my seat I want to say a word about our athletic 
events and amusements this afternoon. At 1:30 this afternoon the 
steamer will leave its dock for Illinois Park. Everything is going to 
be free at the park this afternoon and it will not cost a cent to take 
tlie boat ride. There vnll be plenty of prizes and fun and we want 
everybody and his friends to journey to Illinois Park this afternoon. 
1 also want to remind you of the smoker for the gentlemen and the 
oard party for the ladies at the hotel this evening. (Applause). 

At the conclusion of President Medbcry's short talk he pre- 
sented to Mr. Herman Fry, with the compliments of the Travelers^ 
Association, a handsome pocket knife as the first prize for securing 



the largest number of members of the Travelers' Association of 
any druggist in the State. 5Ir. H. F. Schaper, of Chicago, was a 
close second in this competition and was also presented with a 
beautiful knife, as was also 3Ir. J. H. Keeling, the local secretary 
at Rockford. 

After a short love feast, in which acceptance speeches were 
made by President Knoebel for the gavel presented, and by Messrs. 
Fr}-, Schaper and Keeling, tliree cheers and a tiger" were given for 
the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association and the Illinois Pharma- 
ceutical Travelers' Association. 

The President — We would like to hear from Mr. Lake, the 
secretary of the travelers' organization. 

Mr. C. C. Lake — I do not know that I can add anything of par- 
ticular Interest to what has already been said. I would like to say, 
however, that the officers of our association have spared no pains to 
make this a memorable meeting in the way of prizes and amusements. 
To begin with, we sent out about a thousand letters to manufacturers 
and jobbers, calling their attention to the meeting and soliciting con- 
tributions of prizes to be competed for. To this first issue we received 
about twenty replies. We then revised our list and sent out a second 
lot of about Ave hundred letters and received answers from about two 
hundred. Altogether we received cash contributions to the amount of 
(640, and In paid membership fees, at the rate of one dollar each, 
(140, We now have a membership of 3T3. (Applause). 

Our total advertising expenses amounted to $75.33. This includes 
everything. We feel greatly indebted to all who have contributed 
prizes and cash for the success of this meeting. In order that those 
who have contributed articles may know by whom their prizes were 
received, we have arranged a system of coupon receipts from the 
winners, which will be mailed direct to the contributor, together 
with a personal letter from our association, 

I do not believe that I have anything more to say, further than 
to thank you all and to extend a most hearty invitation to take part 
In all the contests this afternoon at the park, <Applause). 

The President— This little diversion from the business features 
of our program has served as a reminder of the good things in store 
for us this afternoon and evening. It has also better prepared us 
to digest what the next speaker, Mr, MacDonaid, has to say about the 
telephone business in drug stores in the city of Chicago. 
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THE DRUGGISTS' PUBLIC TELEPHONES IN CHICAGO. 

BY JOSEPH F. MAC DONALD, CHICAGO. 

Of few public utilities can it be said that it has grown from a 
luxury to a necessity, to a greater extent than the public telephone. 
In all large cities not only must the very great number of people who 
have no telephones in their own premises be furnished with this ac- 
commodation, but the great number of telephone patrons desiring to 
reach their own stations must also be served. 

From the first, the drug store has been the natural location of 
these instruments. Probably no other class of stores frequented by 
the public is as attractive as the drug store. It is warm, light, attended 
by courteous and painstaking employes, and invites one to its general 
accommodation whether to consult the city directory, wait for the 
street car, or use the telephone, and it is v/ell known that in a large 
percentage of cases the enjoyment of these facilities leads to some 
purchase from the stock displayed. 

Some years ago it was generally the practice in Chicago and other 
large cities that druggists would pay for a telephone and furnish the 
service free to all who might call for it, just as he bought a city direc- 
tory or furnished a convenient bench for people waiting. With the 
larger growth of exchanges this practice in . big cities acted as a 
boomerang. So many people demanded the free telephone service that 
not all could be accommodated, and the druggist was blamed by the 
public for this so-called lack of accommodation. 

What has been aptly called ''the free lunch telephone germ*' was 
brought forth, in some places, with disastrous effect. The druggist 
was blamed because people who wanted to use the telephone were kept 
waiting while some long and apparently useless conversations were- 
carried on. Patrons who wished to reach the druggist by telephone 
could not get him at all. His line was busy from morning until 
night. The telephone companies in defense of their own service were 
obliged to demonstrate that the fault did not lie with them but with 
the druggists who were choosing to give away their service. Thus at 
both ends of the line there was dissatisfaction. No one was benefited, 
not even the public, willing to pay if service was rendered. 

At this time in Chicago the proposal was made by Mr. Wm. Bode- 
mann, that for the salvation of the druggists in the matter of tele- 
phone service, the telephone company should provide for them some 
form of slot machine by means of which service could be paid for at 
the time it was rendered. This proposal was taken up in conferences 
w^ith the retail druggists* association, and plans were made by which 
it was carried out. Mr. Bodemann's plan solved the problem. The 
public is accommodated with service which it gets by paying for it, 
tlie "free lunch" fiends have died off, the druggist can be reached by 
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telephone when he is wanted, and, last but not least, the druggist re- 
ceiYes by way of commissions a considerable sum for the service he 
renders in giving up certain space for telephones, booths, etc., and for 
whatever attention he may from time to time give the business, to 
which is added the profit accruing from people who come to telephone 
but remain to trade in other things. 

It must be apparent that the telephone system which gives the 
best service and affords connection with the greatest number of tele- 
phones, not only locally but by toll and long distance lines, will benefit 
the greatest number of patrons. Where telephones of two or more 
different systems are installed there is inevitable confusion, and much 
unnecessary labor and annoyance is put upon those in charge of the 
public stations. The financial returns to the druggist using one sys- 
tem only, on a commission basis, must undoubtedly be greater, because 
if two or more different systems are installed some initial guarantee 
of revenue must be made to each. The initial sums which in this way 
would be paid in full to the second or third companies would have been 
divided with the druggist if the service they represented had been 
rendered by the first company. The druggist, therefore, would lose 
money every time the second or third system had been used. If no 
such initial sum were to be guaranteed it must be evident that the 
telephones would be operated at a loss, resulting in poor service and 
final discontinuance. One comprehensive telephone system seems, 
therefore, to meet best the requirements of the druggist and of his 
patrons alike. 

The telephone business is growing at such a rate in large cities 
that the requirements of public service can hardly be guessed at from 
year to year. At one time it was thought possible that the very 
general introduction of pay telephones into stores of all descriptions, 
and into residences, would take away from the public telephones a 
considerable amount of patronage. This, however, has not been the 
case. It seems likely that it will continue to be true that the more 
telephones are generally installed, the greater will be the public service 
demand, and it has been conclusively shown that the very general in- 
troduction of telephones into private residences has brought directly 
a large amount of patronage in the way of telephone orders ^w^hich 
formerly was not received. Probably, however, in no other public 
service is the druggist so appreciated by the. public as in the telephone 
service he affords and the continuation of the present broad and liberal 
spirit in this respect, the provision of ample space for booths, tlie con- 
tinued courteous treatment of patrons by proprietors and clerks, will 
undoubtedly lead to an increased profit to the druggists in the future. 

I would like to add in closing that if any druggist present has 
any idea of installing a pay telephone in his store, the company I rep- 
resent will be very glad to help him make it a paying investnaent. 
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Without discussion, Mr. MacDonald's paper was ordered 
printed in the proceedings. 

The President — If the committee to which was referred the an- 
nual address of the President is ready to report, we will be glad to 
receive it now. I will ask Vice President Fry to occupy the chair 
until the report is disposed of. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

Your committee, to which was referred the address of President 
Knoehel, after due consideration of this most excellent paper, re- 
spectfully submits the following: 

Your committee concurs in the recommendation for a closer 
affiliation with the American Pharmaceutical Association, believing 
that by so doing the druggists would be aided professionally in keep- 
ing abreast with the times. We also earnestly urge all druggists to 
become members of the American Pharmaceutical Association. 

Your committee concurs in the recommendation that the incom- 
ing officers of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association cooperate in 
every practical manner with the officers of the National Association 
of Retail Druggists, in order that the work of that association may be 
made more effective. We also recommend that the incoming president 
appoint one member from each congressional district of the State to 
act as a special committeeman for the N. A. R. D., as suggested by 
the president. 

We" recommend that the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association 
lieartily endorses the action of the State Board of Pharmacy in rigidly 
enforcing our pharmacy laws, particularly that section referring to the 
sale of cocaine, and commend most highly its fearless efforts in that 
direction. 

While we realize the advantage it might be for the retail druggist to 
be able to make a chemical analysis of food, your committee does 
not deem it advisable at this time to recommend that this course be 
added to the list of studies in the school of pharma y of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. 

Your committer does not concur in* the recommendatiott of the 
president that a committee be appointed, the duty of which shall be to 
enlist the aid of the N. A. R. D. in attempting to curtail the sale 
of pharmaceutical specialties. On the contrary, your committee feels 
tbat the pharmaceutical manufacturers who are giving the legitimate 
retail druggist loyal support under Resolution C of the N. A. R. D., 
are entitled to and should receive the support of the retail trade. 

While your committee agrees with the president in deploring the 
continued and overwhelming growth and salo of patent medicines, we 
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do not concur in the recommetidation regarding the legislation pro- 
posed by him to restrict their sale. 

Your committee believes it would be impossible to pass such 
laws as would embody the recommendations contained in sections one 
and two, as proposed by the president. Your committee is of the 
opinion that they would be bitterly opposed by all the forces mentioned 
by the president in his address, and moreover, it is open to question 
if such laws would not be as burdensome to the retailer as to the 
large manufacturer.

The President — I notice that we have with us this morning a 
number of visiting delegates from the State_of Wisconsin. We want 
to hear from all of these gentlemen. We would like to hear first from 
Mr. Heimstreet. 

E. B. Heimstreet, of Janesville, Wis. — Mr. President and Gentle- 
men of the Association: 

It was my very great pleasure to visit a meeting of this asso- 
ciation about twenty-four years ago, at which time I also had the 
honor to be made an honorary member of the association. I again 
visited you in 1893 and I shall look forward to visiting you on your 
fiftieth anniversary. 

I wish to say that I am here today as the representative of the 
druggists of Wisconsin, to extend to you their congratulations on the 
work you are doing and also our hearty good wishes for your suc- 
cess in the future. 

While I am not a member of the Illinois association, I have been 
a druggist in your State and am also a registered pharmacist under 
your law. 

The Wisconsin Pharmaceutical Association will hold its annual 
meeting the first week in August at Fond du Lac. We will be ver:? 
glad to see as many of you as can get there and will insure you a 
good time. The Travelers* Association of our State is similar to 
yours and if you can find it possible to attend our meeting, they ^wiU 
join us in giving you a splendid time. 

We are glad that the association of Illinois has turned the first 
mile stone in its progress. We realize its high standing amoagr the 
associations of the United States and congratulate you sincerely. 

The President — I want to say for the association, Mr. Heim- 
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street, that we appreciate what you have to say concerning our organ* 
ization, and are very glad to have you with us today. 

Another visiting delegate is Mr. Pardee, from whom we would be 
pleased to hear. 

A. A. Pardee, of Madison Wis. — Mr. President, I came here merely 
as a looker-on, and you would scarce expect one of my age to speak in 
public. (Laughter). I have this to say, however, that if you are 
honest among yourselves and will stick with the national associa- 
tion, you will get relief. You want to make it understood that the 
retail druggist is the man who is behind the throne. I am glad to 
see the interest that is manifest here and I hope to see it continue. 

The President — The chair is informed that Mr. Edward Wil 
liams is also with us this morning. We would be very glad to hear 
what Mr. Williams has to say. 

Edward Williams, of Madison, Wis. — I am not much of a talker, 
Mr. Chairman, but I would like to say that I am glad to be with you 
today. This is the first opportunity I have ever had of meeting my 
Illinois brethren in an association meeting. I have listened with a 
great deal of pleasure to the papers that have been presented here and 
I heartily endorse everything that has been said. I am in the position 
of the brakeman whom the officials of the road were trying to break 
in between Madison and Milwaukee. This new man did not know the 
names of the stations along the route, nor did he speak the English 
language very fluently. * 

His first trip out was made in company with an old brakeman. 
The old employe would announce the names of the stations from 
the front end of the coach, while the new man would repeat the names 
at the rear end. Matters progressed smoothly until Jefferson Junction 
was reached. Upon approaching the junction the old brakeman opened 
the front door and shouted "Jefferson Junction. Change cars for 
Freeport, Janesville, Fond du Lac, Appleton and Green Bay, and don't 
forget your umbrellas and parcels." 

This array of names was too much for the new-comer. He stood 
speechless for a moment and then shouted at the top of his voice, 
"I say the same thing at this end." (Laughter). 

Now, Mr. Chairman, a number of good things have been said 
here this morning, and all that I can say is that "it is the same thing 
at tills end." 

The President — This concludes our program for this morning. 
E3verybody is wanted at Illinois Park this afternoon. If there are no 
objections we will now stand adjourned until 9 o'clock tomorrow 
mornijig. 
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THIRD SESSION. 

The association reconvened on Wednesday morning, June 15, 

at 9 o'clock A. M., President Knoebel in the chair. 

The President — The first order of business this morning will be 
the report of the committee on legislation by Chairman Forsyth. 

Mb. Wm. K. FoBsf th, of Chicago — ^As chairman of the committee on 
legislation, I have no formal report to make. Owing to the fact that 
the legislature has not been in session since our last meeting and that 
no changes of a political nature have been suggested, we have nothing 
to report. 

Mr. a. E. Ebebt, of Chicago — I do not agree with what Mr. Forsyth 
has said. I think the law is full of suggestions. The pharmacy law 
is a farce and will be until you change it for the best interests of 
the druggists of the State. I think it is desirable that the incoming 
committee on legislation should take the copies of the pharmacy laws 
of all the States in the union, which were furnished me through the 
curtesy of Secretary Dodds of the State Board of Pharmacy, and take 
up the changes in a practical way. I think the present committee 
ought to be censured for its inactivity. I am a member of the commit- 
tee and am willing to take my share of the blame. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I think that the incoming committee should 
meet with the State Board of Pharmacy and go over the present law 
very carefully. It can then draw up such a law as will be of use to 
the druggists of the State. I think the time has come when the present 
law should be amended. 

Mr. Forsyth — I desire to place myself on record in this matter. 
Mr. Ebert seems to think that the committee has been negligent. Mr. 
Ebert did say to me that he thought the. present law was a farce and 
ought to be amended, but he didn't show me how to amend it. 

Mr. Ebebt — At the last meeting of the executive committee in 
Chicago I made some suggestions, but our committee, of which,, as I 
said a moment ago, I am a member, has done nothing. 

The Pbesident — I presume this report will take the usual course. 
If the incoming oflScers think the law should be amended, it will be 
their duty to put their views before this association for its action. 

The next thing on the program is the report of the Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Department of Pharmacy of the University of Illinois. 

Mr Forsyth — I have the honor to present herewith the annual 
report of the advisory committee. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ADVISORY BOARD OF THE 
UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, SCHOOL OF PHARMACY. 

« 

To the President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion: 
For some years past, your committee has urged upon the trustees 
of the University the necessity of extending the equipment of the 
School of Pharmacy and of providing the school with larger quarters 
and a more suitable location. The surroundings of the State Street 
building were generally admitted to be objectionable, except from the 
point of convenience, and of recent years the noise occasioned by the 
elevated road added to the annoyance. At various times it has been 
suggested that the School of Pharmacy be moved to the West Side 
and that it share the building now occupied by the Dental School of 
the University. Upon investigation by members of your committee 
and of committees from the Dental School and the trustees of the 
University, it was decided that the space afforded by the Dental School 
building was not suflacient for both schools and the project was dropped. 

It is, therefore, with a great deal of satisfaction that your commit- 
tee Is able to report the securing, by the University, of the building 
erected for tlie Chicago Manual Training School, at the northwest 
corner of Michigan Boulevard and Twelfth Street, and that this build- 
ing will be suitably equipped for the use of the School of Pharmacy. 
The location is a great Improvement over the former one, near to the 
center of the city and cenvenient to the south side elevated and surface 
lines and to the terminal station of the Illinois Central railroad, yet 
removed from the bustle and noise of the business district. Just oppo- 
site is Grant Park, where the Crerar Library and Field Museum will 
soon be permanently located. The building is five stories in height, 
has a frontage of fifty feet on Michigan Boulevard and one hundred 
and seventy feet on Twelfth Street. It has light from four sides and 
is heated by steam throughout. Including the high basement, it affords 
about fifty thousand square feet of floor space. The entire east end of 
the building is devoted to lecture halls, of which there are four, situated 
one above the other and each with a seating capacity of from 200 to 
500 persons. There are six large laboratories, several preparation 
rooms for the teachers use, offices, reading rooms, etc. 

The School has been prosperous, the attendance for the last three 
years having shown a steady gain, as follows: 1901-2, 154 students; 
1902-3, 168 students, and 1903-4, 186 students. With the assurance of 
greatly enlarged facilities and a splendid home, we feel that the insti- 
tution is now, more than ever before, entitled to the fullest measure 
of your support and that its permanent success is assured. 

Since the last meeting of the association, there has been a change 
in the personnel of your committee, Mr. Albert E. Ebert having been 
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appointed by the trustees of the University from among the three 
names submitted by the association, to succeed Mr. W. J. Frisbie, of 
Bushnell, whose term had expired. *

Mr. H. Swanncll, of Champaign — In connection with this report 
I would like to say that Mrs. Abbott,, one of the trustees of the Uni- 
versity, was in my store the other day and informed me that the 
trustees had made an appropriation of $5,000 for the department of 
pharmacy. At least, that is <he impression I got from my conversation 
with her. She seemed pretty v^ell satisfied with what they had se- 
cured. As many of you know, there has been a change in the head 
of the university. Dr. Draper was not particularly friendly to the 
school of pharmacy and I think now that it will get better recogni- 
tion from the trustees. 

Mr. Ebert — This recalls to my mind that a committee was ap- 
pointed at the Bloomington meeting last year for the very purpose 
of getting an appropriation. 

Secretary 1>jdds — The committee appointed at Bloomington last 
year was for the purpose of pointing out to the legislature the neces- 
sity for making a specific appropriation for the school of pharmacy. 
It was not contemplated that the committee should take the matter 
up with the trustees of the University. 

Mr. Ebert — Then 1 move you, Mr. Chairman, that the committee 
which was appointed at the Bloomington meeting and which has so far 
done no work, be continued, or a new committee appointed for the 
very purpose that this discussion brought out at the Bloomington 
meeting. Then we v^^ill have some results. 

After the motion was amended so as to provide for the ap- 
pointment of a new committee to look after the subject matter of 
the discussion, it was carried without further debate. 

The report of the advisory committee was then adopted and 
ordered published in the proceedings. 

The President — We will now have the report of the secretary on 
the vote of the registered pharmacists of the State for members of the 
board of pharmacy. 

■ 

Secretary Dodds — Before I submit the report I want again to 
impress upon everybody the very great desirability of registering their 
choice on the voting cards that are sent out every year. Every regis- 
tered pharmacist in the State is furnished with a voting card when 
he receives his annual certificate from the State Board of Pharmacy. 
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1 do not know what they do with them, but I do know that only about 
one in every" four or five sends them in to the secretary. If the 
druggists of the State could be educated up to the point of voting 
promptly it would serve to arouse interest in the voting and make the 
contest more spirited. 

Mb. Eb^bt — Since the secretary has brought up the question of the 
light vote, I would like to suggest that it might be well to send out a 
card with a stamp on it. The association can well afford to put a 
rstamp on the voting cards. When the voting cafd is received, the 
average druggist lays it aside and forgets all about it. 

Secretaby Doddp — I understand that my predecessor in office used 
a regular U. S. postal card for voting purposes. I have gone back 
•over the records, but do not find that this stimulated the vote to any 
great extent. I should hate to think that the price of a postage stamp 
is responsible for the light vote. 

I will now give you the result of the voting for this year, as 
follows :

The following resolution, offered by Mr. Scherer, endorsing 
the work of the National Association of Retail Druggists and 
directing the president to appoint delegates from Illinois to the 
national convention to be held in St. Louis in October, was unanim- 
ously adopted: 

Resolution. 

Whereas, The constructive and defensive work of the National 
Association of Retail Druggists during that past five years has been of 
such a character as to inspire confidence in the success of its plans to 
further improve the financial condition of the retail drug trade, there- 
fore by the» Illinois Pharmaceutical Association be it 

Resolvedy X^at the loyalty of this association to the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists is hereby reaffirmed. 

Resolved, That the direct contract and serial numbering plan author- 
ized by the Cleveland and Washington conventions of the N. A. R. D., 
and put into operation by the Dr. Miles Medical Company is hereby 
•commended and endorsed, and that all members of the association are 
urged to give the plan their active support, and to give those manu- 
facturers marketing their preparations under this plan preferential 
consideration. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this association that all proprie- 
tary manufacturers who have not as yet adopted the direct contract 
plan should make every possible effort to secure to the druggist his 
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rightful profit through the establishment of minimum price schedules 
and other practical methods, ultimating in the adoption within the 
ensuing year of a direct contract and serial numbering system that will 
usher in and maintain full prices. 

Resolved, That the incoming ofBcers and committees of the asso- 
ciation are hereby directed to cooperate in every practical way with 
the oflacers and committee of the N. A. R. D. and its local branches, 
in order that all these bodies may work in closest harmony, and to the 
greatest common advantage. 

Resolved, That the individual members of this association are 
urged to ^ork vigorously to make the efforts of the N. A. R. D. sue- 
cessful, to the end that the commercial prosperity of the retailers of 
our State may be advanced and the welfare of the retail druggists of 
the entire country may be improved. 

Resolved, That the incoming president of the association is here- 
by directed to appoint delegates to represent the Illinois Pharmaceu- 
tical Association at the 1904 convention of the N. A. R. D. 

Upon motion of ^Ir. Gale, Treasurer Bartells was directed to 
forward $201 to the treasurer of the X. A. K. D. Of this amount, 
$155 represents the dues of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, and $46 is a contribution to the X. A. E. D. 

The following resolution, offered by Mr. Schaper, in regard 
to the tax on alcohol was unanimously adopted without debate : 

Resolution, 

Whereas, Our internal revenue laws impose a tax of $2.06 on 
each wine gallon of commercial alcohol marketed, thus greatly increas- 
ing the cost of that substance and placing a heavy burden on the in- 
dustries in which it is a necessary raw material; and 

Whereas, The reduction of the tax from $1.10 to 70 cents per proof 
gallon, ($2.06 to $1.31 per wine gallon) would greatly benefit tlie 
manufacturing industries of the country, and would cheapen the cost 
of many articles of general consumption; and * 

Whereas, Such tax reduction would result in practically no loss 
of revenue to the government, since, with a lower tax rate, the use 
of alcohol for manufacturing purposes would be greatly increased, 
and the illicit distillation of spirits, from which no revenue is noiw 
derived, would be made unprofitable; therefore by the Illinois Phar- 
maceutical Association be it 

Resolved, That we heartily favor a reduction of the tax on alcohol 
to 70 cents per gallon, and urge the enactment of legislation for 
that purpose, and to this end hereby instruct our executive officers to 
90operate with the N. A. R. D. and other interested associations. 

Mr. Avery — I would like to offer the following resolution in regard 
to the sale of carbolic acid: 
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Resolution. 
Resolved, That the committee on legislation be empowered to use 
its best efforts to have passed at the next session of the Illinois general 
assembly, a law governing the sale of carbolic acid, similar to the or- 
dinance recently passed by the city council of Chicago. 

Mb. Avery (continuing) — My purpose in offering this resolution 
is this. There is a growing sentiment all over the State in favor of 
the restriction of the sale of carbolic acid. It is possible that some 
prohibitory measure will be introduced at the next session of the leg- 
islature and I think the committee on legislation should be vested 
with some power in the matter. 

The resolution was then unanimously adopted. 
Upon motion of Mr. Gale a vote of thanks was tendered to 
the retail druggists of Rockford and their wives for the delightful 
entertainment provided and the courteous treatment extended to 
the visiting delegates. Mayor Jackson was included in the vote 
of thanks, as was also the Illinois Pharmaceutical Travelers^ 
Association, for the great success attending their efforts in making 
the Rockford meeting the best in the history of the Illinois Phar- 
maceutical Association. 

Upon motion of Mr. Bollinger a resolution -of thanks to X. 
A. R. D. Notes was adopted for the publicity given the Rockford 
meeting. 

Mr. Wooten^ — I think this is a very opportune time to impress 
upon the members of the association the desirability of their attend- 
ing the national meeting in St. Louis in October. I always feel that 
the druggists of Illinois are largely responsible for bringing the 
National Association of Retail Druggists into existence. Of course, all 
of us want to go to the World's Pair at some time, and I should like 
to urge upon the members to postpone their going to St. Louis until 
the second week in October. I am told that is the best season of the 
year and at that time the fair will be at its height. We have secured 
for the use of our* delegates a hotel within two blocks of the grounds. 
The rates will not be exorbitant. They will not exceed $2.50 per day, 
and without bath the rooms will not exceed $1.50 per day. Meals are 
to be served at approximately fifty cents each. I am anxious that 
Illinois be well represented at the meeting.
